“RETROSPECT OF 1872. _ 
Politi. The most important event, in 
a year rather barren of political inci- 
dent, has unquestionably been the mar- 
riage of the Emperor—not the mere 
fact that Tungehe has married Ah-lu-te, 
but the acceptance of personal respon- 
sibility implied by the proceeding. It 
is not to be supposed that His Majesty 
will at once act independently of the re- 
gents who have governed China since the 
death of Hienfung, but his marriage is 
the signal for an assumption of personal 
responsibility which will enable him to 
make his presence and character felt, if 
he has inherited any of tle energy and 





ability of tho earlier Sovereigns of his 
race. Much, in the way of progress, 
that a Regency would shrink from 
advising among so conservative a people, 
may be accomplished by the personal im- 
pulse of the Emperor, if he have the 
necessary intelligence and vigour. The 
Jong-discussed, much-vexed Audience 
question is the first which he will have 
to solve; and rumour says it is already 
decided practically, in anticipation of the 
formal diplématic request. We hope it 
may be so, and that this virtual aband- 
onment of the traditional Chinese claim 
to feudal suporiority over the rest of 
the world, will tend powerfully to re- 
move the remaining barriers to free in- 
terconrse. 

‘The Empresses-dowager and their ad- 
visers have had tosteer through stormy 
waters, during the minority of the young 
Sovereign. Rebellion within and ques- 
tions of foreign policy from without; have 
claimed constant attention. By foreign 
aid, the Tueping rebellion was quelled. 
With foreign arms, Li Hung-chang 
succeeded in crushing the Nienfei. More 
recently the Mahomedans have been 
driven back into the fastnesses of Kan- 
sub, and during this last year the an- 
thority of Government has been re- 
established in Kiweichow, where the 
Miaotze had, for years, set it at defiance. 
Yunnan only remains insurgent and, 
apparently, more or less disregarded ; 


3 | but now that it, alone, claims attention, 


a more determined effort will probably 
be made for its subjugation. The ac- 
counts received from this province, de- 
scribe a state of anarchy and desolation, 
which those who remember the condi- 
tion to which Kiangsu was reduced 
during the late civil war, will realise. 
Whethér by re-establishment of Chinese 
power, or by the improbable solution of a 
withdrawal from the enterprise, every 
one must hope that, in one way or other, 
tranquility may be restored to a district 
naturally rich in mineral and agricul- 
tural resources. 

‘As bad as the depredations even of 
Chinese warfare, has beon the effect 
of continued floods in Chibli; and the 
accounts given of lavish expenditure 
on the Imperinl marringe contrast 
painfully with the descriptions of pov- 
erty, starvation, and death caused 
by them over so large an aren of 
the metropolitan province. ‘The re- 
currence of these inundations led to the 
issue of a reprimand to the Viceroy, 
who is held, more sinicd, personally re- 
sponsible for the ill that happens under 
his rule. To a certain extent, he pro- 





bably deserves blame, for not having 
taken means to ascertain more accu- 
rately the amount of work needed, and 
for not controlling more closely the 
peculation inevitable, in the East, in 
similar undertakings. But it must be 
difficult for a man with Li’s multiplied 
engagements to exercise this necessary 
supervision. A theory that geological 
causes have contributed to the distur- 
bance of the water-ways which has 
lately taken place in north-east China, 
deserves attention. 

‘A rumour has been heard, that Li 
Hung-chang is likely to return from 
Chihli to the vice-royalty of Nanking, 
which he has already once filled for a 
short while, during the temporary 
absence of his great ally Tseng Kwo- 
fan. ‘The post is the most important 
in the Empire, and is no doubt an 
object of Li’s ambition. His influence 
and his associations lie chiefly in this 
district; but the rule that no mandarin 
shall hold office in his native province, 
instituted, no doubt, as a check to 
rebellion in the early days of Tartar 
rule, opposes a difficulty to the incum., 
beney of an Anhwei man in a viceroy- 
alty of which Anhwei is a province. 
It remains to be seen whether Li will 
break through the tradition. The death 
of Tseng Kio-fan leaves him unques- 
tionably the most powerful Chinese in 
China; and his fitting residence wonld 
be in the Southern Capital, where his 
great ally ruled popularly and well. 

‘The sudden death of ‘'seng Kwo-fan 
was the subject of. much comment at 
the time of- its occurrence, and we.then 
gave a sketch of his career to which it 
is unnecessary, now, to refer at length. 
No one in China had so much influence, 
and he seems to have deserved the 
reputation he enjoyed. He was a 
Chinese, and had the faults of a China- 
man; but he was a great man, and his 
sudden death at a time when his early 
traditional prejudice against foreigners 
had been modified by experience, is to 
be deplored. One of his latest acts had 
been to arrange for the despatch of a 
hundred and fifty young Chinese to 
America, to be educated in foreign lore 
in the colleges of the United States. 
His sudden death put a temporary 
check to the execution of the scheme, but 
this has since been carried out, and we 
have news of the safe arrival of the 
first instalment of scholars on the scene 
of their future labours. Good must 
result from this step; the youths, when 
they return, will act as leaven, spreading 
new and enlightened ideas among many 
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with whom they come in contact. The 
Peking College, too, it is satisfactory to 
learn, is now doing good work, and 
promises to be a useful means of con- 
‘veying useful education. 

‘A treaty has been concluded between 
China and Japan, though it has not, we 
believe, been yet ratified. The pact 
was made defensive as well as commer- 
cial, and it is rumoured that foreign 
advice has dissuaded the Japanese from 
the first part of the alliance. In the 
meantime, it is noteworthy that the 
Japanese have set at liberty a cargo of 
coolies who were driven into Yokohama, 
by stress of weather, in the Perayian 
ship Maria Luz, and who showed an 
emphatic disinclination to proceed to 
their destination. If the Chinese au- 
thorities would show equal energy in 
dealing with the trade on their own 
coasts, a reform would be quickly 
brought about. It is also noteworthy 
that the Viceroy of Nanking, on re- 
ceiving from the Japanese intimation 
that these mon were there, at liberty 
but helpless, communicated at once by 
telegraph with the Viceroy of Kwan- 
tung, from whose ports the Maria Luz 
had sailed, and with the latter’s ap- 
proval deputed Chen, the Magistrate of 
the Shanghai Mixed Court, to go to 
Yokohama to receive and bring back 
the wanderers. 

Chen made the journey in one of 
the steamers of the Pacific Mail line; 
‘but, to judge from the rapidity with 
which the Chinese are constructing for 
themselves a navy, we may expect, be- 
fore long, to see similar excursions made 
in vessels flying the Dragon flag. Both 
at Shanghai and at Foochow, the Gov- 
ernment ship-building yards are con- 
stantly active, and a good class of 
‘vessels are being turned out. Equal 
aotivity is shown in the various arsenals 
that have been established at these 
ports, and at Nanking and Tientsin. 
‘We wish we could chronicle a disposi- 
tion towards similar activity in works 
of a peaceful tendency. Railways and 
telegraphs would do more to prevent 
rebellion in China than frigates and 
rifles. We must not omit to mention, 
as a hopeful sign, the formation of a 
Native Company for the purpose of 
owning and running merchant steamers; 
these, however, are for the present at 
least, being acquired by purchase from 
foreigners. The issue of the under- 
taking is looked forward to with in- 
terest. 

On the whole, the year seems to shew 
evidence of progress, however slow; it 
remains to be seen what will come from 
assumption of power by the young 
Emperor. So young a Ind can hardly 
be expected to originate great things ; 
but will he be intelligent enough to 
support the progressive party among 
his. counsellors, or will he fall into the 
hands of Tory reactionists? 

Woollens—The business of the 
past year shows a considerable in- 
crease over that of 1871, but it falls 
short of that done in 1870. The 


last named twelve months, however, 
were exceptionally favorable for the 
development of our Woollen trade 
with China. Abundant harvests in 
Szechuen and the Upper Yangtsze 
provinces, where Woollen fabrics 
are principally used, and the conse- 
quent prosperity of the inhabitants, 
enabled them to indulge in comforts 
which the floods and distress of 1871 
put beyond the reach of the common 
people. But 1872 proved a better 
season for the country, and a large 
portion of the leeway of 1871 has 
already been recovered, whilst at 
the beginning of the present year 
there is every evidence that the 
foreign Woollen trade will rival if 
not surpass that of 1870. We com- 
mence 1873 with reasonable stocks 
of every article ; and the high prices 
of the raw material at Home, and of 
the cloth, make it improbable that 
the supplies will be on a large scale 
or that the value of those now here 
will be seriously affected for some 
time to come. 

We concluded our remarks on 
Cotton Manufactures by a reference 
to Iustres, the increase in the clearan- 
ces of which has raised the fabric to 
the foremost place in our Woollen 
trade with China. Taking an aver- 
age value of Tls. 4 per pieco—(and 
this value is under dhe mark, as du- 
ring the past year Plain Iastres 
have never touched it, Orapes very 
seldom, andof Figures large quantities 
of new patterns have been taken at 
Tis. 4.20 up to ‘I'ls. 5.00 per piece) 
we find a trade amounting to about 
£400,000 sterling in 1872, £270,000 
in 1871 and about £300,000 in 1870. 
‘The Plain Lustre has found greatest 
favor with the Japan traders, and 
most of our re-exports have gone to 
that country. The consumption of 
Grapes has been exceedingly limited 
and appears to be retrogressing. 
But Figures seem to bespeciallyadapt- 
ed for China, and, judging from the 
energy and ingenuity displayed by 
nearly every importer in catering for 
thewants of consumers, the merchant 
and manufacturer of 1872 have not 
gone altogether unrewarded, ‘There 
are so many qualities of Figured 
Orleans, so many different designs 
and assortments, that we cannot here 
afford to particularize each, and we 
would therefore close this paragraph 
by directing our readers’ attention to 
the range of prices for 1872, given 
in the subjoined table. 

Broad and Medium Cloths §¢-— 
The consumption of these also shows 
a marked increase. But here our 
remarks must end, as in the case of 
Figured Lustres. The qualities and 
descriptions of heavy cloths are so 
numerous and varied, that we could 
not do justice to each in the limited 
space at our command. ‘The reader 
must therefore form his own opinion 
from the figures which are herein- 
before and hereinafter submitted to 
his notice. 





Long Ells—The most cheoring 
feature in the position of this im- 
port is the great reduction in tho 
stock during the past year. At its 
commencement there ‘were 110,800 
pieces here; at its close only 59,500 
pieces were returned as on hand; 
and in these days of electricity and 
steam, this speaks forcibly in favor 
of the assumption that the results 
to the Home trade have been un- 
satisfactory, more especially as the 
first cost has varied very little, the 
quotation for C. P. H. Scarlet show- 
ing a fairly uniform rate of 34s. or 
80 per piece. 

Eamicts—The market opened at 
Tis. 14.00 a 14.75 per piece for S.S. 

ality assorted, but under the in- 
itnence of a steady demand from the 
trade, and moderate imports, prices 
gradually hardened until, on the 16th 
of October, they were quoted Ts. 
15.25 a 16.10 per piece. They fell 
again towards the close of the year, 
but the general opinion is that the 
decline is temporary only, and that 
higher rates will rule on the resump- 
tion of business after the holidays. 
Stocks on 81st ultimo were returned 
at 16,263 pieces against 27,696 
pieces in 1871, and the imports were 
56,718 and 68,292 pieces respec- 
tively, or a reduction, and a falling 
off, of about 11,500 pieces. 
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Summary of Baws. 


‘The English mail of Dec. 13th has not 
arrived up to the time of our going to press, 





‘The telegraph wires are still unrepaired, 
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and we are without other news than a 
commercial telegram from London of the 
2ist January, brought over from Nagasaki 
sterday by the P. M. steamer. 

‘The homeward mail leaves to-morrow, 
by tho P. & O. str. Delta. 

‘Yesterday was tho Chinese New-Year’s 
day, and the week has been almost a com- 
plete holiday, in consequence, To the 
Chinese themselves this is the great festival 
of the year. They buy not, neither will 
they sell, but give their minds to eating, 
Arinking, dressing, paying visits, fring 
crackers and general rejoicing. And for- 
eigners take advantage of the general 
cessation of business, to go up country 
shooting. 

‘Those remaining in the Settlement have 
also had their full share of pleasure. ‘The 
German Amateurs gave a successful per- 
formance in the Club Concordia, on Satur- 
day, and the Mib-ho-loongs gave the 
Annual Ball to which they have accustomed 
their friends to look forward with so much 
pleasure, on Tuesday, with a success fully 
equal to those which the Corps has already 
blazoned on its annals. 

A Paper Hunt, too, came off yesterday, 
which was won after a good run, by Mr. 
Gilman. 

‘A large salo of Innded property was 
held by Mr. Bisset, on Friday last. ‘The 
prices given, as will be seen from our com- 
mercial report, indicato a coutinued ad- 
vance in value. Sarah Town, which 
brought Tis, 22,700, was sold three years 
ago for ls. 10,700. 

‘The half yearly meeting of sharcholders 
in the Racket Club was held on Monday. 
‘Tho accounts, showing a credit balance of 
‘Dis, 635, besides a sum of ‘Tis. 500 on 
deposit in the Bank, were approved, and 
the following gentlemen were elected as a 
Committee for the ensuing year :~Messrs. 
Cooper, Cumine, Duval, Fitz-Gerald, Gun- 
dry, Hamilton, Maitland, Scott and Wheo- 
lock. 

A fire broke out during Sunday night 
in a house at tho corner of the Rues 
Consulat and Petite, Fortunately the 
outbreak had been observed in good time, 
and its progress was arrested before much 
mischief was done. Something under $50 
will cover the damage, It is rather amus- 
ing that the owner of the house, himself a 
volunteer fireman, only learnt the peril 
in which his property had been, on being 
called on to pay a fine of $1 for neglecting 
to turn out with his Company ! 

‘We have to acknowledge the Customs 
statistics of trade at Shanghai, for the 
fourth quarter of 1872. The total number 
of vessels entered during that period was 
620, and cleared 627, against 453 and 468 
respectively, in 1871. ‘The import of Grey 
Shirtings was 859,400 against 1,282,100 ; 
‘T-Cloths 1,127,300 against 1,028,200 ; Eng- 
lish Drills 263,500 against 123,700, Ameri- 
can 5,240 against 640, and Dutch 75,000 
against a similar number last year. ‘The 
import of Jeans, Chintzes, Turkey Reds, 
Velvets, and Lawns and Muslins, was con- 
siderably larger than in 1871. Camlets 
show an increase of 4,000 pieces, Lastings 
of 5,000, Long Ells 4,000 and Spanish 
Stripes of 2,500 pieces ; Lustres, a falling 

















off of 7,000, Iron figures for 46,600 peculs 
against 43,800 ; Lead 13,500 against 10,200; 
‘Yin 10,300 against 6,600 peculs. Steel fell 
from 3,957 to 1,511 peculs. ‘The import 
of foreign coal was 40,000 against 22,000 
tons, of Brown Sugar 37,000 against 15,000, 
and of White 8,700, against 3,000 piculs. 
Opium figures for 13,260 peculs against 
10,938—the increase being in Patna and 
Benares, while Malwa shows a slight 
decrease. 

Only 6,170 pieces of Grey Shirt- 
ings were sent to the interior under 
transit pass, against 57,490 in 1871; 
24,400 pieces of T-Cloths against 29,600. 
In fact, a decrease is observable in 
most articles, except Jeans, Long Ells, 
Nail rod Iron and Tin. Notably, Lustres 
fell from 6,248 pieces in 1871 to 50 
in tho corresponding quarter of 1872, 
and Drills from 13,000 to 2,000. ‘The 
Revenue collected during the quarter 
shows an excess over 1871 of Tis. 483 ; 
there was a falling off in most branches 
except Tonnage Dues and Opium, which, 
however, show a more than counterbal- 
ancing increase. 

The French mail steamer Donnai was 
detained 24 hours at the Woosung bar ; 
having succeeded in getting over, or 
through, only on Saturday morning, and 
after discharging a great part of her cargo. 
‘The Donnai was drawing 22 ft, ; the water 
on Friday morning was quite impractica- 
ble, and compelled her to anchor. In the 
evening, the signal showing 17 ft. 6 in. 
was, we aro informed, mistaken, in the 
dusk, to mean 19 ft. 6., and it was deter= 
mined to try to scrape through the nud, 
But this was of course found impossible 
under the actual circumstances, and tugs 
and lighters had to be procured from 
Shanghai; by the use of which she was 
enabled, on Saturday morning, to get over 
nd out to sea, Complaint on this subject 
hias become almost as wearisome as it has 
proved futile, A rebellion against pay- 
ment of tonnage dues until dredgers are 
sot to work, would seem to be the only 
practical remedy. ‘These dues amounted, 
at Shanghai, during the quarter just ended, 
to Tis, 30,143,—Ts. 8,000 more than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1871, aud 6,000 
moro than in 1870. 

‘The* circumstances under which H. 
M. 8, Curlew left here on the 27th ultimo, 
are no doubt fresh in the minds of our 
readers, and we have now the pleasure of 
noting her return to Shanghai, after having 
successfully accomplished her intended 
object. The Curlew arrived off the Loo- 
choo Group on the 30th December aud 
anchored at Hancock Bay, afterwards pro- 
ceeding to the Northern part of ‘the 
Islands, where she Jearnt of the where- 
abouts of the shipwrecked sailors, When 
these were found they were taken on 
board, and as it was feared coal might 
run short, the gunboat left for Foochow, 
where a supply was obtained. On the 
17th instant she left for Shanghai, arriving 
here on Thursday. During her absence on 
her mission, the Curlew encountered a sue- 
cession of heavy northerly gales, which 
caused considerable loss of time, ‘The sur- 
vivors of the Benares were provided with 











necessary clothing on board the gunboat, 
Dut we have no doubt contributions to 
their wardrobe would still be welcome if 
sent to them at the Sailors’ Home. A full 
account of the loss of their vessel and of 
their experiences will be found on another 
page. 

‘We also publish, elsewhere, the proceed- 
ings at a Naval Court held to enquire into 
the loss of the Benares. 

Our Newenwane correspondent writes 
on the 2nd inst., “We have no mail yet 
from the South, and we are longing for let 
ters and papers to cheer us up, as heavy 
falls of snow have prevented much riding 
and walking, We have made it up 
somewhat, however, by extra skating. Tho 
river, although full of ice, remains open ; 
Dut we may expect the greatest cold this 
month, probably 15 below zero, Of deer 
and other game we have plenty, and even 
bears? paws (a great delicacy) occasionally 
grace the table, ‘These require two days 
hard boiling, when the yellow fat is pro- 
nounced fit for an alderman’s digestion, 
Commercially :—sales have beon made, of 6 
Ibs, T.-Cloths at Tis. 1.24, 8} Ibs, Grey 
Shirtings Tis. 2, Malwa Opium (nominal) 
Tis. 495.” 

Foucuow advices to the 17th instant re- 
port that arcivals of toa from the country 
had ceased. ‘The only settlements during 
the week had been 1015 chests of Conguu 
at Tis. 18} @ Tis. 19, and 300 boxes of 
Scented Teas at Tis. 10a Ts. 16, Steamer 
freights to London £3. The Glaucus was 
expected, to load for London, and the 
Marie Louise for Australis, A list of 
arrivals and departures will be found in 
another column. Concerning themysterious 
disappearance of Mr. J. Melntyre, late 
chief engineer of the steamer Dragon, 
which we mentioned in our issue of the 
15th instant, nothing further is known ; and 
our informant naturally concludes that he 
accidentally fell overboard during the night 
of the 8th, and was drowned, 

The Annual Meeting of Haxxow 
Zand Renters was held on the 10th 
and 22nd instant. Tho Municipal Re- 
vente during the past year mounted 
to Tis. 4,545, and the expenditure to Ts. 
8,726, Messrs. Ramsay, Anderson, Daw- 
barg aud Falconer were elected a Mun: 
pal Council for the ensuing year. Difi- 
culties having arisen with regard to the 
interpretation of tho Land Regulations, 
the new Council were requested to revise 
them, and lay the result of their labours 
before a general meeting. A considerable 
business has been donein importsduringthe 
fortnight, chiefly in Grey Shivtings which 
have been taken freely at an advance of 
4 to 5 candareens with delivery after Chi- 
nese New-Year. The closing quotation for 
8}-Ib. is Tis. 1.92 a Tis. 1.97 ; best goods 
being held for Tis. 2. No business has 
been reported in tea. ‘The export to date 
is given at 60,989,604 Ibs. 

‘From a translation which we print else- 
where, of an edict lately published in the 
Pextxo Gazette, it will be seen that the 
Government still keep up tho form of 
probibiting the cultivation of the poppy 
inthe Empire. Crops are to be rooted up, 
and officials who connive at the practice are 
to be punished.

PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEE ON THE 
CONSULAR SERVICE. 
‘Mr. Mepuorst’s evidence before the 
Select Committee on the Diplomatic and 
Consular Service, went deeply into the 
question as to how far the British 
communities in China were prepared 
to go in support of the general con 
sular “establishment. Mr. Medhurst 
said truly that the communities objected 
seriously to the imposition of the Re- 
gistration Tax; though we opine 
that, in stating that the amount was 
one element in this objection, he had 
scarcely guaged their real feelings. A 
fee of one dollar would be equally 
objectionable with that of five, now 
charged; the objection being to the 
practice of beginning an annual regis- 
tration at all, as in the first degree to 
cast more or less of a slur on the good 
conduct of British residents,—who are 
in the opinion of certain authorities 
no more fit to be trusted abroad than 
so many ticket-of-leave men,—and in 
the second, objectionable as a covert 
tax under the name of a check for 
State purposes. When Mr. Medhurst 
stated that, for the classes of indi- 
viduals against whom registration might 
be supposed to act asa check, it was 
of no service whatever, while with 
regard to the majority of well behaved 
residents who really did register, it 
was superfluous, and only tended to 
create ill-feeling, he said what should 
have caused the immediate withdrawal 
of the obnoxious ordinance. It is 
however not to discuss registration, but 
to look into the other proposed means 
of lightening the burdens of the Consu- 
lar Service on the Homo Government, 
that we now propose for ourselves. So 
far as residents in China are concerned, 
the service has two very different uses; 
one purely imperial, in keeping the 
Home Government informed of the 
state of events, avoiding all useless or 
aimless collisions, and seoing generally 
that the stipulations of treaties are 
faithfully observed on both sides ; the 
othor, proceeding from the magisterial 
and commercial position of the Consuls, 
being mere purely local, aud consisting 
in the preservation of local good order, 
services rendered to shipping, or 
notarial functions. Looking at the 
position of the British residents in 
China, and remembering that they are 
the agents of a large imperial trade, 
the benefits of which ultimately all 
centre ab Home, the former division of 
the Service cannot in justice be 
made an additional burden on residents. 
Fromtimeimmemorial, Englishmen have 
beenaccustomed toundertakethe charge 
of preserving order, so that the pro- 
posal to relieve the British Government 
of the cost of a jail establishment does 
not in ordinary circumstances seen un- 
reasonable. ‘There may of course be 
times, as there have been times, when 
such a proposition could have been 
objected to with a considerable show of 





reason. At one period, most of the 
criminals of Shanghai were induc:d to 
take up their abode by the opportunities 
which the civil war in China afforded 
them, of plundering with impunity. Such 
case is different from the ordinary, 
and we may say necessary, crime which 
springs up within a community, and 
for the due repression of which the com- 
munity is fairly answerable. Already, 
in the establishment of an effective 
police force, the commonalty of Shang- 
hai has acknowledged its obligations ; 
and as the centralisation of punish- 
ment would strengthen the hands of 
the local executive, it seems that, with 
certain provisions, the assumption of 
the charge of the jail would meet with 
@ not unready acceptance. It must, 
however, be remembered that in this 
matter not Great Britain alone, but 
all Powers having treaties with 
China are interested, and that their 
co-operation would be necessary to 
make it really effective. This consi- 
deration may well lead us to another, 
and that is with respect to Chinese 
prisoners; their treatment when under- 
going punishment is either out of all 
proportion lenient, or else is marked 
with cruelties and barbarities of the 
worst kind. In cither case, experience 
tells us it is little effective in repressing 
crime. The assumption of the charge 
of a general jail might be accompa 

by stipulations for the more effective 
punishment of criminals brought before 
the Mixed Court. In addition to the 
relief proposed to be afforded by local- 
ising the expenses of jail accommoda- 
tion, it has been proposed, and the 
scheme was evidently a favorite one 
with the Committee, to increase the 
fees chargeable to British Shipping. 
Here again there seemed to be some 
danger of a gracefully perfect scheme 
being introduced. Aisthetically the im- 
position of a tonnage due left nothing 
to be desired, but practically it is open 
to the same objection as compulsory 
registration. In the first place it would 
be of doubtful legality, and could not at 
all be made to apply to colonial vessels ; 
and in the second place it would be in- 
flicting the heaviest burden where it was 
least called for. We believe that the 
fees paid by British ships are light, and 
might possibly be increased. It must, 
however, be remembered that competi 
tion is keen. It is only by rigid 
economy, even when supplemented by 
British skill, that our mercantile marine 
is able to hold its own. Our fees are 
said to be low compared with other 
countries, except Germany ; but is it 
not the fact that the lowness of the 
German fees is one of the causes of the 
keen competition now carried on be- 
tween the British and German flags on 
the coast of China? If this be a true 
statement of the case, an increase of 
even a small amount may become a 
matter of moment. Above all, in a 
case of this sort would a tonnage fee 
be especially objectionable ; the good 
ship and good officer would be weighted 
to make up for the delinquencies of 














the bad who were continually needing 
consular assistance. That a revision 
of notarial and general fees might be 
instituted, for China at Teast, mo one 
will deny. Englishmen are not apt to 
grumble at paying for work really done, 
and would readily agree to reasonable 
modification. If the British Govern. 
ment for instance were to abolish, once 
for all, the objectionable registration 
fee, and charge five dollars for a pass- 
port, the money would be paid without 
a grumble, and probably more would 
come in. Only let the passport avoid 
the studiously insulting style whieh 
marked the first issue of British Con- 
sular passports. 





‘TRANSIT PASSES IN KIANGSI. 


‘Tue province of Kiangsi has long en 
joyed notoriety for the disregard, shown 
by its officials, of Art. XXVIII of tho 
Tientsin treaty. Long after the liberal 
interpretation recognised by Tseng- 
kwo-fan had been in full operation at 
Chinkiang, the communications from 
Kinkiang were barred to certificated 
goods; and many of the consuming 
districts were supplied by” roundabout 
ways, from Chinkiang and Ningpo. 
At long length, in the beginning of 
last year, we heard that the anthoritios 
of Kiangsi had awakened to the folly 
of a policy which threw the 24 per 
cent transit duty into the hands of the 
Kiangsu and Chokeang Customs, with- 
out helping their own design of con- 
tinuing to levy barrier squeezes. The 
Taotai accordingly issued a ‘notification 
that transit passes would be granted at 
the Kiukiang Customs, for goods ‘of 
foreign-origin on their way to marts 
in the interior ; and his permission was 
largely availed of. We thought better 
times were at hand, and congratulated 
the port on a prospect of recovering its 
legitimate import trade. But we mis- 
calculated the pertinacity of the Gover. 
nor; and were disappointed to learn, 
earlyin July, that the Barrier officials at 
‘Wuchéng had stopped a quantity of 
foreign goods covered by a pass, and 
that shroffs in charge of produce had 
been stopped in other districts and 
threatened with violence if they again 
produced the obnoxious document. 
We now learn that the reactionary 
policy then foreshadowed has been 
persevered in, to the extent of causing 
acomplete cessation in Transit traffic 
from Kiukiang, of all foreign imports 
except piece goods, which are still 
allowed their treaty privilege. 

The whole of this opposition is 
understood to proceed from the Fatai, 
who, in his provincial capital of Nan- 
chang, appears to think himself beyond 
reach of a visit from the Consul—and 
the behaviour of whose subjects, on the 
oceasion of a recent visit from Mr. 
Baber, will be fresh in the recollection of 
‘our readers. Encouraged, no doubt, 
by the immunity which that outrage 
has enjoyed, he persists steadily 
in his belief that he can harass as 
much as he chooses the internal 
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trade of the province, and that consular 
officers and treaty privileges can alike 
he disregarded. 

‘The chief scone of his obstructivenesis 
at the Wuchéng barrier, for the reason 
of course that this is a principal inlet 
from Kinkiang to the interior. Wu- 
chéng is situated at the entrance of the 
Kan river, south of the Poyang lake, 
and is relatively as important as the 
once famous. Hweikwan barrier on the 
Grand Canal, which was broken down 
by Mr. Medhurst on the occasion of his 
‘Yangchow expedition in the autumn of 
1868, And it must be explained that 
the Barriers are under his Excellency’s 
own control—quite beyond that of the 
Kiukiang Taotai. One of the last acts 
at this Barrier appears to have been 
the detention of a large consignment 
of certificated goods owned by Natives, 
owing to sundry articles being alleged 
to be overweight, by the weighers; and 
on this plea the whole of the goods in 
company, though belonging to five dif- 
ferent parties, and protected (!) by five 
separate documents, were seized and 
confiscated. Now, according to Rule 7 
of the Tariff Rules appended to the 
‘ientsin Treaty, only goods of the 
same denomination as those in which 
the overweight occurs, are liable to 
confiscation under such circumstan- 
ces, even admitting the accusation. 
Yet here we have the whole of five 
distinct batches of merchandise con- 
fiscated, for an alleged error in the 
weight of one portion of one bateb, It 
is hardly necessary, however, to dwell 
on the illegality of the proceeding. The 
case was, no doubt, as the Chinese 
dealers aver, trumped up to strike ter- 
ror and paralyze the trade; and the 
attempt has been successful. For what 
appeal or redress has a Chinese mer- 
chant against the Barrier? None, ex- 
except to the Foreign Customs, who are 
really as powerless as the owner of the 
goods, unless the Inspector-General can 
persuade the Peking Government to 
issue a reprimand, which the Provincial 
Governor would probably disregard. 
‘The provision, then, for the protection of 
our commerce becomes virtually in- 
operative unless Foreigners come to the 
rescue, The manner in which this may 
be best done, we will consider in a 
future article. 





OUR POLICY IN CENTRAL ASIA. , 


Som small crumb of comfort, coming 
after its previous egregious blunders, 
is evidently sought for by the present 
Government of Great Britain in its 
pretended settlement of the Central 
Asian question. Russia has lately, as 
we all know, exhibited a desire to annex 
the Khanate of Khiva. Khokand and 
Samarcand she has already ocoupied, 
and Bokbara is so far under her thumb 
that the Ameer cannot stir hand or 
foot without her permission. It is 
evident that, in such a case, there is a 
Togical reason why the regularity of 
her frontier line should not be disturbed 
by the presence of an alien state within 





the limit which nature has evidently 
marked out as the proper frontier line 
of anempire. Now as Russia, by the 
seizure of Khokand, practically turned 
the eastern extremity of the desert of 
Kizilkum, which had hitherto separated 
her from the Khanates, she to all intents 
has become so far mistress of the situa- 
tion that it is almost vain to argue with 
her on the propriety of her attempt. 
‘We can well understand that the reply 
of Lord Northbrook to the Khivan 
ambassadors would explain this position 
of things, and point out how the 
geographical condition of matters effec- 
tually prevented any hope of succour 
from India so far as Khiva was 
concerned. The nation which had not 
grumbled when Khokand and Di, which 
really formed the key to Central Asia, 
were occupied, was not likely to wince 
at the further swallowing of Khiva, 
which was but a secondary part in the 
same game; and this the Khivan au- 
thorities, had they been capable of 
reasoning from the current of affairs, 
(that is supposing they knew anything 
about that current), might readily have 
ascertained without exposing themselves 
to the doubtless well-intentioned, but 
certainly rather foolish rebuff of Lord 
Northbrook. It is not that what the 
Governor-General said was not true, 
or that his advice was not, so far 
as the Khivans were concerned, the 
best possible ; but that it displayed in 
the eyes of the world an intention to 
sleep and dream, while tho affairs of 
Central Asia were being worked out by 
another Power. Now our position in 
India certainly gives us the right to be 
heard in events which may at any 
moment more or less affect ourselves. 
The invasion of India from the north, 
may or may not be a possibility, but in 
either case it looks like a sign of 
weakness to stand dreamily by, when 
an ambitious neighbour is quietly 
strengthening himself at the other end 
of the passes which lead to our Indian 
Empire. It was but the other day that 
we persaaded ourselves we had well 
nigh gained anally in the Atalik Ghaza 
at Kashgar ; yet we could not bring our- 
selves frankly to enter into negotiations 
with him ; and wher, all of a sudden, a 
thought struck us that something might 
be done in that direction, we found that 
Russia had already occupied the post, 
and that our envoy was left out in the 
cold, while the other was conducting a 
treaty in which adroit advantage was 
taken of our own stipulationsat Tientsin. 
We of course had nothing to say to the 
acknowledgment by China of Russian 
authority in Di, though the matter was 
conducted under the eye of our Min- 
ister at Peking; as in 1859-60 we had 
nothing to say to the occupation of the 
sea coast of Manchuria. It is after all 
this has happened, however, that we 
find Lord Northbrook’s advice to the 
Khivan Embassy published abroad to 
the world as a triumph of diplomacy ; 
we had forsooth withheld interference 
so long that we were utterly unable 
to use it to any practical purpose, and 





having made this discovery we were 
not content to stop at home and bite our 
lips, but we publish our discomfiture as 
a grave diplomatic measure. ‘True, we 
have allowed the big boy toforce us into 
a comer, but we have big words to meet 
him with, if he advances any further. 
But suppose he does advance, what 
then ?—retreata litile farther and make 
use of more scolding. The big boy 
has, however, got us in our humour; 
we acknowledge ourselves perfectly 
pleased with what he has done hitherto, 
so he enters into negotiations with us 
and asks us to come and look at the 
chalk line he has drawn. Charming 
condescension doubtless, but there the 
line is in black and white, and we may 
examine it as much as we like, and 
may gain much ethnological and other 
logical information thereby; but to 
quarrel with it, or suggest its rectifica- 
tion, we are pretty plainly given to un- 
derstand, will only result in its being 
drawn still closer. Nay, we are not left 
to imagine some of the uses to which it 
may be put; we are told straight 
out that there may be trouble in our 
own corner, and that its proximity may 
be made use of to foment still more 
any internal dissensions which may 
arise, Such is the latest phase of the 
great Central Asian question, and 
the course of our policy regarding it, 
seems to follow fittingly in the groove 
which the Gladstone Government has 
lately traced out. 





MUNICIPAL, 


Iris not very many months sinco our 
Municipal Council promised to make 
bye-laws for the regulation of traffic in 
the streets of the Settlement. In duo 
course, the regulations appeared, were 
criticised for a few days, understood by 
few, regarded by still fewer, and even- 
tually disappeared from sight and mem- 
ory. There was doubtless some reason 
why they should have been called for 
in the first instance; people generally 
complained of the difiiculty of getting 
along the streets, and the Municipal 
Council asked the forbearance of the 
Ratepayers while the rules which were 
to reform all this were being concocted. 
The rules were, as we have said, con- 
cooted, and criticised; but they seem 
to have become a dead letter, and the 
streets to be as badly obstructed as 
ever. We are not going to ask whe. 
ther the regulations were the best that 
could be contrived, or not ; experience 
would test that point ; but some rales 
are better than none, and having made 
these it would have been worth while 
to see them observed, Some means of 
informing the Chinese of the customs 
prevailing in all countries where 
wheeled carriages are made use of as a 
means of conveyance, might have also 
been adopted; and’ we may fairly 
express our surprise, seeing most 
streets of the Settlements have side- 
paths, that the Council has never taken 
steps to acquaint the Chinese with 
their rational use. Builder carts again, 
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drawn by three or more coolies, are 
becoming an institution in Shanghai, 
yet their owners seem never to have 
bboen apprised of what measures to take 
to prevent collision. Wheelbarrows 
still insist on taking the middle or 
the wrong side of tho road, and 
occasionally indulge in the freak of 
running right in front of an approach. 
ing vehicle. Chinamen wrapt in their 
inner self-conscionsness will walk: 
straight into the flaring lamp of a 
carriage. It is really wonderful that, 
with all these disadvantages joined on 
to our narrow streets, accidents are not 
more frequent than they are. We have 
a great objection ourselves, and we 
object strongly to others using their 
whips when driving, to clear the road ; 
yet really, to avoid an accident to 
life or limb, it almost becomes neces- 
sary. We do not like the spirit apt 
to be fostered by such conduct, and 
we would heartily wish that it could 
be put down. At present, owing to 
the want of order or regulation, it is 
difficult to draw a line. The terror 
of a cut of a whip, it is curious to ob- 
serve, is greater with a Chinaman than 
the fear of being run over. He will 
walk straight up to a trap, apparently 
all unconscious of its existence, while 
he will run half a mile to avoid the 
whip. Even in the most frequented 
streets, this is the rule. ‘The Maloo in 
all conscience is wide enough for the 
traffic along it, yeb a driver must 
make continual use of his voice or his 
whip if he wish to travel safely from 
cone end to another. In the side streets 
it is naturally, even with the best regu- 
lations, hard to get on. But when we 
find the Foochow Road closed while a 
fire-well is being dug; the Canton 
Road, narrow at the best of times and 
thronged with foot passengers, still 
farther blocked up with hawkers’ 
baskets along the side-path ; the Han- 
kow Road almost closed up with shutters 
and furniture piled up on the rond-way 
itself, and the Fuhkien Road half 
covered with a dyers’ drying frame, the 
cloths dependent from which hung 
down, within the last few days, to 
within three feet of the contre of the 
carriage way—matters come very near 
a crisis, In other roads we have, within 
* the last few months, been forced to have 
chairs and tables removed ont of the 
fairway before we could pass in an 
ordinary trap. All these are matters 
of daily occurrence, and what is worse, 
instead of improving we seem steadily 
degenerating. ‘Three years ago, driving 
about was a simple matter; now it 
has become almost a test of skill to 
make a carriage tour through the 
Settlement. We do no more than 
allude to the remarkable fact that 
Shanghai as yet possesses no public 
market; that the Maloo is therefore al- 
most impassable up till ten in the mor- 
ning, nob to speak of the smells and 
stinks that ever linger there; and that, 
ifpossible, the Honan Road in the fore- 
noon is actually worse. There is a 
good six months’ work before the 





Council in getting these evils remedied. 
If they will devote themselves to such 
apparently small matters, they will 
have earned the golden opinions of a 
suffering community.

NAGASAKI. 
Their Serene Highnesses the Princes 


Phillippe and Auguste have passed their 
stay very quietly, their visit not being of 
a nature to eall for an official reception. 
‘The Gazette says the rescued Japanesesailors 
belonging to the Spray confirm rumours 
of the loss on the Loochoos of a paddle str., 
name and nationality unknown, about the 
same time as their vessel was wrecked. 
The same paper gives the rather startling 
news, received by the last American mail, 
that ‘three Peruvian iron-clads, with an 
Ambassador of the Republic on board, are 
to leave for Japan shortly, no doubt with 
the object of settling the Maria Luz case, 
and probably, also, to make a Treaty. 

‘The French iron-clad corvette La Belli- 
jueuse, bearing the flag of Rear-Admiral 
Zarnault, was expected from Yokohama, 
and after remaining at Nagasaki for some 
days, would proceed to Shanghai. 

The Express reports that a Native Bank- 
ing establishment has just commenced 
business at Nagasaki, the Company con- 

ing of thirteen well-known men of 
high standing at the port, five of whom act 
as directors or managers, each taking the 
department he is most qualified to act in, 
‘The capital at their command is stated to 
bbe $800,000, of which $250,000 have been 
called up for immediate use, Propositions 
have been sent to the Japanese Govern- 
ment at Yedo to establish a public school 
at this port, upon a principle that will 
bring it within the reach of all. ‘The 
steamer Union, which has been in the 
hands of the Japanese since 1865, has been 
sold at Hiogo to a foreign firm for $16,000, 
and is now under the American flag. ’ Sho 
called in hero last week en route for Shang- 
hai, Aline of mailsteamers hasbeen started 
to run between Tokei, Yokohama, and 
Osaka, and is to be extended during the 
next two mi to Nagasaki and other 
places. During the week, the Bonrd of 
Works has erected several posts in the 
Settlement bearing the names in Japanese 
and English given to the strects by the 
Japanese authorities, The Japanese brig 

el was totally wrecked about a fort- 
int ago somewhere on the coast between 
Kagosima and Amakusa, 
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At the annual meeting of the Hioge 
Cinb, the accounts for the year showed a 
balance of over $500, which it was resolved 
to apply to the purchase of a suitable 
Library fur the members, a monthly sub- 
scription of §0.50 being added to keep 
this in an efficient state. ‘The Club num- 
bers 75 mombers, 50 of whom are residont 
in Hiogo and Osaka, A numberof gamb- 
lers have been released after receiving 
ninety stripes.

Another scheme is to build a dock, 
besides reclaiming the land, while yet a 
third would substitute a pier running far 
out into deep water.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

Dee. 17th.—An Imperial edict has been 
issued to tho following effect. On aformer 
dayTsoTsung-tanggave information thatthe 
food of the people was deficient in the pro- 
vinees of Shense and Kansith, and besought 
the Emperor to forbid the ‘cultivation of 
the poppy without delay. ‘The cultivation 
of the poppy is strictly forbidden as being 








contrary to the laws of the Empire, In 
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the provinces of Shense and Kansith there 
were formerly disturbances which inter- 
fered with the cultivation of the land, and 
hence both the provisions of the people and 
the rations of the soldiers were deficient, 
and much suffering ensued. Tranquillity 
haalaow, however, been restored, and there 
fore the people ought diligently to turn 
their thoughts to the cultivation of the 
soil in order to secure an abundant harvest. 
Instructions have been given to Tso Tsung- 
tang to issue strict orders to the various 
officers of these two provinces to publish a 
clear statement of the law, in order that 
its prohibitions may be thoroughly un- 
derstood. If any persons, being greedy 
of gain, clandestinely plant the poppy, 
then immediately on its appearance above 
ground, let orders be issued to root up 
completely the entire crop. Let strict 
orders be also given to the soldiers and 
police, forbidding them to make such 
practies among the people an excuse for 
extorting money from them. And, if any 
officers be found so corrupt as to receive 
bribes in such cases, in direct opposition to 
the Inw, in order to hush up the matter, 
Jet them be degraded from office and pun- 
ished according to Inw. The opium which 
is brought from outside provinces must be 
strictly watched and not permitted to enter 
the boundaries of these provinces, in order 
that every vestige of the drag may be 
rooted out. ‘Tho practices condemned 
should be strictly prohibited in every 
province throughout the Empire; and if 
any persons engage in them, they should 
be punished, in order that the people may 
be preserved from a scarcity of necessary 
provisions. Respect this. 


2ist.—A. petition has been presented 
to the Emperor, praying that His Ma- 
jesty would issue orders to the tran- 
toribers and comparers of themes at the 
iterary Examinations, to discharge the 
duties of their respective offices with 
strict impartiality. 

On the 4th day of the present month 
an Edict appeared in the Imperial Gazette 
to the effect that no unjust practices can 
possibly be allowed at the public examina- 
tions; from which may be seen His 
Majesty’s desire for the success of the 
Literati, and that those amongst them 
who aro men of talent should be singled 
out for distinction. Hence all improper 

wractices, both within and without the 
Keamination Hal, should be strielly pro- 
hibited. 

‘At each examination for the deyrees of 
in and Tsin-sze, orders should be 
issued to tho various officers without the 
soreen, as, for instance, those who give ont 
the papers for the themes ; those who 
stamp them with the fictitious names ; the 
transcribers, the comparers, and the re- 
ceivers of the themes, to act with a strict 
regard to justice. ‘The transcribers and 
comparers of the themes should be espe- 
cially charged on this point. The head 
Examiner and his assistants should mi- 
nutely and carefully examine the themes 
in order to discover whether any error has 
‘been committed in the transcription, “Thus 
it will be an easy matter to separate the 
intelligent candidate from the dull one. 

On investigating the laws in reference 
to the copying out of themes at the Ex- 
aminations, it will be found that red ink 
ought to be used for that purpose. ‘They 
should be copied out with the greatest 
acourney, and the name of the copyist 
should be signed to each theme written in 
black ink, his official seal being attached 
to the red ink copy ; and then the themes 
should be handed over to the comparer, to 
examine whether the copy is an accurate 
one or not. If the transcriber should 
happen to omit any single character, or 
sentence, the comparer should carefully 
supply these; but, if the latter should 
overlook any mistake, then this should be 
rectified by the Examiners within the 
sereen. 





























As these rules are most itly binding, 
how is it that grave errors have been com- 
mitted on these points during the past 
years? Some candidates attempt to bribe 
the officials to favour them ; some use a 
private mark by which an’ official may 
recognize his theme and correct it ; and 
some officials will act in this matter even 
without a bribe. 

With regard to candidates who are in 
straitened circumstances, and who have 
exerted the utmost diligence in the 
pursuit of their studies, if these should 
fail to obtain success at their first 
examination, they must, like others 
in like circumstances, wait for three years 
before they can again present themselves 
for examination. Living under rafters 
which admit the cold wind, and in dwarfed 
houses, these men daily cut open their 
stomachs and draw out their intestines,* 
and yet, their themes, although composed 
with the greatest care, are sometimes tran- 
scribed as if a crow’s claws had blotted the 
paper, so that they aro rejected with dis- 

by the Examiners; truly a most 
tiable case! The utmost care therefore 
should be exercised in the selection of 
those officials who, coming from the 
various provinces, are appointed to act as 
copyists aud compares. ‘These should be 
chosen in consequence of uprightness of 
character, and not merely with a view to 
fill up the number required. 

‘The Emperor is further besonght to 
issue orders to tho various Examiners to 
‘see that those who act under them strictly 
discountenance all injustice. If any 
transcriber perform his office carelessly, he 
should be reprimanded, and obliged to re- 
copy the theme; and if any comparer 
should fail to: perform his duty with acy 
curacy, the lightest punishment inflicted 
should be a caution to act more diligently 
in fature, and the severest, to deprive him 
of his office ; thus there will be no more 
careless copying, or hurrying over a theme 
to get to the All themes should be 
copied out distinctly and without error, 
and then the Examiners can look over them 
minutely and carefully, and avoid the re- 
jection of those which are really creditable 
as to composition. Thus those who do not 
succeed at the examination will not be 
discontented on account of their failure, 
but blame only themselves for it, while, 
at the same time, they will have no reason 
to regret the pains they have taken in 
their studies. 

‘The Emperor replies that the petition is 
recorded. 

(2) A further petition has been presented 
‘on the subject of the three examinations 
for Keu-jin and Tsin-sze. At the first 
examination the candidates for these de- 
grees write themes on subjects chosen from 
the Four Books ; at the second, on subjectr 
contained in the Five Classics ; and at the 
third, on ancient literature. These subjects 
for examination are all of them important, 
and yet it is reported that the recently 
arrived Examiner merely looks at the 
themes on the first subject, passing over 
those on the second and third. Also, of 
the three themes written on the Four 
Books, he only examines the first one mi- 
nately, and if the second and third have 
no very glating errors he allows them to 
pass. He does not seem to be aware that 
‘The most intelligent scholars spend their 
strength upon the second and third themes. 
the second set of themes test the ability 
of the candidates to explain the Five 
Classis ; some showing more talent than 
others in composition, and others show- 
ing talent in explaining difficult passages. 
The literary attainments of the candi 
dates, the ‘amount of labour bestowed 
on their studies, with the amount of ge- 
neral talent possessed by each, are all ex- 
hibited in the second set of themes. With 
regard to the third subject for examina- 
tion, in this the capacity for government

possessed by each candidate is brought 
out, and also their knowledge of Astro- 
nomy, Geography, Rites and Ceremonies, 
Music, War, Punishments and Finance, an 
acquaintance with which subjects is ab- 
solutely necessary. 

‘The assertion is frequently made, that 
we have no men of talent at the present 
day. But it is not the case that there are 
no talented men amongst us: the true 

tatement of the matter is, that the Ex. 
aminer does not exercise sufficient care- 
fulness in looking over the second and 
third sets of themes. If a candidate should 
write, according to the ancient style, like 
a Han ora Gow, explain as distinctly as 
the three Soos, or write with the accuracy 
and weight of a Tsang ora Wang ; yet, if 
his composition is not examined with care 
and accuracy, how can anything be known 
of his talont ? Thus real merit is lost be- 
yond recovery! The Emperor is implored 
to issue orders to all Examiners, both 
within and without the screen ; and also 
to all their assistants from the various 

rovinces, to use the utmost care and di- 
ligence in minutely examining the threo 
sets of themes, inorder that those cai 
didates who are men of talent may be 
lected for honours, and that all underhand 
practices may cease. Thus the Emperor 
will obtain ablo assistants as officers, the 
Inbour of study will be recompensed, ‘and 
talent will ot be iretrevably lst 

‘The Emperor replies that the petition is 
recorded.

Wo beg to lay before you an account of our 
Stewardship during the past year, 

“Memibors of the Council.—Death has deprived 
us of a valued colleague in Mr. Williams ; and 
‘Mr. Harton has resigned upon leaving for 
England. “These vacancies were filled by the 
election of Messrs. Anderson and Ramsay. 

Finance.—The Tax upon Imports has been 
considerably reduced in accordance with re- 
solution of 22nd January last, and has brought 
ina much smaller revenue than before, viz ; 
‘Taels 729 against last year Taels 1,227, but it 
is very satisfactory to notice that the Tax 
upon Exports has exceeded that of last year 
by Taels 557, more than making up for the 
deficiency in’ Imports, and our Revenue (in- 
cluding "Interest dae tet Febraar, ‘) exceeds 
our Expenditure by Taels 900. ‘The Banks 
established here having refused to pay their 























share of Municipal Expenditure, has com- 
pelled the Council to legal ‘proceedings 
against them, thus involving extra costs for 
legal advice. ' For the first half year their con- 
tribution has been obtained before the Consular 
Court, but that for the second half is still 
unpaid and in litigation. Generally, we be- 
gan the year with a balance of Tis. 2,507, and 
close with Taels 3,325, besides Taels 120 of 
Interest due in February. It must be borne 
in mind that the heavy expenditure of late 
years upon the Bund and its supports, has 
this year happily left us very little to pay ; 
and that at any time a serious outlay of two 
or three thousand Taels might be necessitated 
by storms or decay, therefore your Council 
consider that the balance shewn is no more 
than prudent, and do not recommend any re- 
duction of Taxation. 

Bund.—Our chief expense under this head 
has beon Taels 200 for ordinary repairs, and 
Taels 686 for eight iron mooring rings and 
chains, but. the South Corner of Band pro- 
tecting the Police Station having suffered 
during the gale of last Summer will’ require a 
small outlay by the new Council to prevent 
the Station being undermined ; otherwise the 
Bund is sound and in geod order. On the 
24th June a meeting of Land Renters was 
called to consider an application for liberty 
to use part of the Bund Frontage for layin, 
steamers alongside, anchoring hulks &c., an 
a resolution was ‘author the 
Conncil to receive applications for same, but 
it has not received the signature of H. B. MI.’ 
Consul and has not yet power of Inw. Messrs. 
Major & Smith have applied to the Council 
for an estimated commutation of Import and 
Export Dues upon Chinese owned property 
which may be landed by them in the Conces 
sion ex steamers ‘‘ Han-yang” and ‘Shaft 
bury,” and subject to tlie approval of the next 
general meeting this has been fixed at ‘Taels 
seven for the ‘ Han-yang” including liberty 
to discharge alongside, and Taels ten for the 
“Shaftesbury” each’ trip. ‘These amounts 
have brought to the Council the sum of Taels 
971 and are held subject to confirmation. 

Igads—The footpath along the River bank 
has been renewed at a cost of Taels 180. 

Police. —Have been working satisfactorily, 
and the number of Native Constables in: 
creased from eight to ten. Sergeant Roberts 
has been granted nine months leave of ab- 
sence, and has received Tia, 150 a8 the equi 
valent of his passage home. Sergeant C. Parker 
of the Shanghai constabulary has been de- 
tached through the civility ‘of the Shanghai 
Municipal Council, to take his place, and 
arrived on the Ist January.

Aiter a short discussion, started by Mr. 
Evaxs upon the sufficiency of the amount 
received in commutation of dues upon the 
steamers Hanyang and Shaftesbury, tho 
Chairman put the resolution, that the 
accounts and report be passed. 

* Carried unanimously. 

H. B. M. Coxsur stated that the next 
businiess was to elect a new Council for the 
year.

Mr. Evans here repeated his protest 
that he was not allowed to vote for the 
absent Mr. Fonseca, He begged to impress 
it in very strong terms.

‘The Coxsvn considered that such firm 
would be entitled to a vote, 

In reply toan enquiry from Mr. Rawgay, 
the Consu stated that holders of fractions 
of lots were equally entitled to. votes as 
landrenters with owners of whole lots, as 
the regulations made no distinction ‘be- 
tween classes of landrenters. 

‘Mr. Ransay objected to Mr. Taylor's 
candidature, because he had not, as laid 
down in Rule 10, paid all taxes due, 

Mr. Tayzon asserted that he had never 
been officially requested to pay the money, 
nor had he ever refused to pay it 

Mr. Macxexzar, Secretary of the Muni- 
cipal Council, indignantly’ denied Mr. 
Taylor’s statements, and asserted that Mr, 
‘Taylor had been requested frequently, and 
had refused as persistently, to pay the 
Bankers’ Tax. 

The Consvx Busgested a solution of the 
question by Mr, “Taylor's paying | now. 
After some further objections and hesita- 
tion on the part of Mr, Taylor, an order 
was given for the amount, and 

‘Mr. Ramsay consequently withdrew his 
objection. 

‘Mr. Dawearw inquired whether, as 
agent for several part owners of one lot, 
he would be entitled to a vote as from 
each part owner ; that is to as many votes 
as there were owners. 

‘The Consvx replied in the negative. 

With reference to the system to be 
pursued in voting, 

‘The Consut then read extracts from 
despp. from H. M. Minister and the Chief 
Tudge of the Supreme Court respectively. 
‘The purport of the, first was that, as long 
asa qualified taxpayer or landrenter, not 
present, had given a “ formal authority ” 
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to another person to act as his proxy, 
there could be no reasonable difference 
Detween the absence from the meeting of 
alandrenter, actually in Bankow, and the 
absence of a landrenter who may have 
gone to Shanghai fer a week. 

The next despatch was from Sir Edmund 
Hornby, who gave it as his opinion that a 
Jandrenter who is also occupier of his own 
property and thusa taxpayer, is not, under 
the existing Regulations, entitled to a sec~ 
ond vote. 

Mr, Macenerson objected to Mr. And- 
erson's candidature on the ground that he 
was not a landrenter. 

Mr, ANpenson having produced author- 
ities from Messrs. Jardine & Co. and Mr. 
¥.B. Johnson, Mr. Macenensoy contended 
that these did not convert Mr Anderson 
into alandrenter. An animated discussion 
followed. Dr. Falconer agreed with Mr. 
‘Macpherson’s interpretation. 

Mr, Puon asked whether, when the Re- 
gulations were framed, there were suflici- 
ent persons at Hankow to act as members, 
under the narrow interpretation of Messrs. 
Falooner and Macpherson, 

‘Mr. Ransay reminded the Meeting that 
‘Mr. Medhurst, who assisted in making the 
Regulations, had allowed Mr. Price to act 
on the Council althongh not a landrenter. 

‘The Coxsut decided as follows: From 
the small number of Iandrenters resident 
at Hankow it might, be impossible to have 
a Municipal Council if Indrenters alone 
were eligible, and not their duly constituted 
representatives as well. ‘The rule has 
therefore always been interpreted in this 
Inter sense, aa the contrary interpretation 
would lead to insurmountable ditticulties ; 
and even now, it would be impossible to 
elect four members if duly authorised re- 
presentatives were excluded. In thepresent 
case Mr. Anderson had delegated to him 
by the terms of the authority now produced, 
the same powers as belong to the land- 
renters whom he represents, and taking all 
the circumstances of the case into consid- 
eration, the Chairman felt bound to decide 
that Mr. Anderson was an eligible candid- 
ate. Further discussion followed. 

‘Mr, Taxtor proposed— 

‘That this Meoting be adjourned until such 
time as H. B. M.’s Consul can communicate 
with Peking, regarding Rule 10 of the Hankow 
Land Regulations. 

Mr. Fatconen seconded. 

‘Mr. Puan proposed as an amendment— 

‘That'this Meeting proceed to the election 
of a Municipal Council from the six gentlemen 
nominated, and any objection to those elected 
be subsequently considered.

The ground was in 
perfect order, and with a half ebbed tide

WAPS.20, with a few cheering words, the 
attendant steward gave us the signal to 
“Move On,” and away we went by the 
back of Mr. Major's house, at a rattling 
pace.

THE CLUB CONCORDIA PERFORMANCE. 


‘The second performance. for the season 
by the members of the Club Concordia 
Liedertafel and Theater Verein came olf 
on Saturday night, with ummixed sue- 
cess. Thanks to the courteous liberality 
of the entertainers, and tho interesting 
and finished performances to which they 
have accustomed the playgoers of Shang- 
hai, the theatre was crowded very shortly 
aficr its doors were thrown open, and its 
bright interior was found to be prepared 
with the usual care for the comfort of the 
audience. 'To avoid the one fault of last 
performance, the curtain rose while yet 
the theatre timepiece marked ten minutes 
to nine, and the first part of the pro- 
gramme, consisting of the following con- 
certed selections, promptly commenced :— 
1. Quartett “Rheinsehnsucht,” Voigt. 

2 Meditation fir Violin, Piano- 
forte und Orgel Gounod. 
3. Solo fir Tenor 
Veilchen” . 
4. Quartett “Das Rirchiein 
5. Solo fiir Bariton aus der 
“ Afrikanerin” Me 
(ei Adamastor Kéenig der Wellen.) 
6. Duo fiir 2 Pianoforte, ‘tiber 
‘Motive aus ‘‘Belisar™ ...... A. Goria, 
7. Quartett mit Begleitung des 
Pianoforte “Des Loewen 
‘Erwachen” ‘Kontski, 
The opening quartett was the least hap- 
py of the selections, for though it gave 
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astrong full chorus, it was deficient in 
life and melody. ‘The meditation for the 
violin, pianoforte and harmonium was very 
carefully executed. The violinist drew 
from his instrument a clear delicate 
noto, pervaded by the meditative strain, 
with’ that nicety of expression which, 
rather than brillianey, the piece demanded; 
the piano supplied volte, and calm classic 
chords flowed; in subdued echoes of the air, 
from the orgel, The next solo introduced 
for the first time, we believe, one of those 
rare aves in Shanghai musical circles, a 

od ‘tenor singer, who sang “das Erste 
Peitchen,” "Phe frst Violet” with much 
taste, and obligingly rewarded the earnest 
redemand which he received, by rendering 
the song in English. ‘The two remaining 
quavtatie may be noticed ss superior to 
the introductory one, the last on the list 
especially so, and both were given with 
excellent choral effect, Among’ the com- 
ponents of the choir, however, we fancied 
‘that the air was deficient, and ‘that a lead- 
ing voice in this department would have 
added materially to the success of the 
whole, ‘The well known and versatile 
amateur who sang the solo for baritone, 
made the house re-echo with his impas- 
sioned and powerful tones, and was vehe- 
mently encored. The duo for two pianos 
was a performance which displayed an 
astonishing power of execution and ac- 
curacy in time, the only drawback to its 
perfect enjoyment being a slight want of 
accord between the two instruments—the 
fone was sweet and melodious, the other 
comparatively harsh and metallic, But 
the playing was only the more adinirable ; 
and we were happy to find that, in one of 
tho performers, the Club Concordia Ama- 
tours had received a fresh and important 
accession to their talented ranks. ‘The 
conductor's baton falls this season to a 
new leader, but the gentleman who has 
taken it up, and who on Saturday directed 
the choir, has long shown, by his skill as 
a musician, competence to fill the 
Position to which his co-amateurs have 
elected him; and it is no more than is due 
to him that we should acknowledge tho 
Jango share he takes on such oceasions as 
the present. 

After a short interval, the curtain again 
roseon the farce, mit gesang, ‘Hin G-bildeter 
Hausknecht”—or the Polished ‘ Boots.” 
‘The principal character is Nitschke, (Her 
Chowjlewr) a sort of continental Sam 
Weller, with a rubicund and comical 
countenance, who, in addition to his duties 
as Boots, is general factotum at the Hotel 
kept by Mr. Bernhard (Herr Theemann) 
and his wife Augusta (Fri. Burmann). 
At the outset we find a guest at the 
hotel, Mr. Frohberg (Herr Pitcher) flirting 
a little with Madame Bernhard in the 
absence of her husband, the landlord. ‘The 
latter on the other hand meets, while tra- 
yelling, a Indy, Rosa, (Fri. Paganini) who 

roves to be Frohberg’s wifo, and who, not 

aving heard from her husband for some 
time, is proceeding in search of him and is 
going to stay at the Motel. When she 
arrives thoro with her maid, one Caroline 
(Pek ». Minden), she finds in. Mrs, Bern- 

ard an old school companion. Finding that 
their husbands are inclined to carry on a 
flirtation each with the other’s wife, the 
two ladies resolve to test their faithfulness, 
and at the same time rebuke Bernhard’s 
ready jealousy of his own charming 
by Keeping this up till a denoi 
is reached by a joint rendezvous in the 
garden, of the pré-arrangement of which 
the fickle husbands are to know no- 
thing. This is carried out very 
with Nitschke’s aid, and a little 
sample of Bernhard’s jealousy is exhibited 
in his excitement over a letter in French 
which appoints a rendezvous between a 
Jady and gentleman in the hotel—names 
unknown, but supposed to tefer to Mrs. 
Bernhard and one Mr. Fleury (Herr 
Eheim.) In the early part of the farce 
‘the latter appears‘once, and after a short 
































interview with Mrs. Bernhard, in which he 
pays assiduous court, and parts from her 
with the greatest empressement, retires 
altogether from the scene. Nitschke, for 
being the bearer of the letter in question, 
is turned ont of the house ‘neck and crop,” 
but returns to take leave of his kind mis. 
tress aud, coaxed by the ladies, in a 
cleverly-managed scene, consents to re- 
main still Jieuskuecht. In due time 
evening sets in, and the rendezvous in the 
garden takes place. Bernhard, with Rosa 
on his arm, is surprized at seeing Frohberg 
with Augusta, The latter explains that 
the two ladies had combined to test their 
husbands, which trial they had stood very 
badly. ‘The gentlemen have to eat humn- 
ie, and, after some coaxing, their old 
dship is made up. 
ferr Choufleur’s acting was excessively 
comical, and in pantomimeand gesticulation 
he was particularly happy. We cannot 
afford time or space to go into an analysis 
of his treatment, but must be content to 
say thathere, as in everything he plays or 
sings, (and he had to do both in the Farce) 
Herr’ Choufleur was facile princeps. 
‘Among the songs was “one contai 
several local hits, in which with much per- 
severance he refreshed his memory from 
parently blank sheet of paper. The 
ladies next deserve to be noticed. The 
Fraulein Burmann made a pretty blonde, 
Fraulein Paganiui a charming brunette ; 
and both acted very well, especially in the 
climax. of the jealousy’ scene. Fraulein 
von Minden filled fittingly a subordinate 
réle. ‘The gentlemen deserve about equal 
raise ; Her Theeman’s acting was good, 
Bat he'scarcely looked. am appropriate cast 
as a Boniface. 

‘The performance was finished in good 
time; and after a hearty meed of applause, 
and giving the performers a complimentary 
call before the curtain, the audience de- 
parted, much pleased with their evening’s 
entertainment. 



























‘THE MIH-HO-LOONG BALL. 


Foremost among the public gaieties of 
the Shanghai season, has rightly come to 
be ranked the Ball given by the Mih-ho- 
loongs. ‘That this should be so is doubt- 
less due to the popularity of the members, 
to their social as well as their warlike 
strength, to their determination to achieve 
undivided success in whatever, corporately 
or individually, they may undertake for 
the honour of the crack Company, and to 
the excellent taste and energetic spirit with 
which their arrangements on the crowning 
‘occasion of the Aunual Ball are carried out. 
‘And we may safely say, that at neither of 
the previous Balls which the Company hat 
given, with so much credit to -themselves 
and pleasure to their friends, have their 
efforts been more sigually successful than 
they were on Tuesday night. 

Shortly after nine, guests and hosts 
began to assemble at'the Club, and from 
carriage and chair descended the fair 
visitors on whose presence all depended. 
The entrance was reached through a matted

The decorations were not 
perhaps more profuse than usual, but 
they were even more studied and appro- 
priate, and on every hand they excited 
warm admiration. ‘There was no att-mpt 
at creating an artificial and anomalous 
bower of roses in midwinter—the ballroom 
looked more like a vast drawing-room, fit 
tingly furnished and graced as for a special 
occasion, than a public assembly room. 
Evergreens were given a very subordinate 
but not the less pleasing share in the dis- 
play, as they formed rich dark fringes 
along the walls, wound gracefully round 
the great columns, or appeared in neat 
and lightly wrought patterus in the ante- 
rooms. The most noticeable designs wero 
undoubtedly those that related to the posi- 
tion and duties of the Cor, The centre 
ornament was the transparent blazonry of a 
Dragon, and around this illuminated Higure 
bristled and sparkled radii of swords and. 
bayonets, both being supported by stands 
of rifles with fixed bayonets. On one side 
the military constitution of the Corps was 
ropresnted by the usual motto of De 
fence not Defiance;” on another its peace- 
able aspect was se’ forth in the pithy legend. 
“Say the word and down comes your 
house.” Heraldic devices, monograms, 
‘and banners were occasionally introduced, 
and the flays of a hundred hongs judiciously 
grouped. Here again were hung hatchets, 
there speaking trumpets, while the equip- 
ment of the ‘ruck further contributed a 
Indder and some of its handsome lamps, and. 
a coloured photo of the aforesaid ‘Truck also 
adorned the walls, Conspicuous for its 
effect in producing a tasteful tout ensemble 
and lending a light and warm appearance 
to the room, was the hanging of white cur- 
tains across the verandah spaces which 
were unused, and behind the various 7 
emblazoned in red, while this effect was 
heightened by the bordering of “pillar and 
flame” on the panel under the ceiling. 
Passing to the occasional refreshinent room, 
we are next struck by a rich display of 
enps and plate placed on a stand at the 
head of the room—trophies won by mom- 
bors of the Company. on Race, Contes and 
Rifle Range and River. The place of 
honour is occupied by the handsome Muni- 
cipal Challenge Cup, held at preseit 
Mr. Glass, but this is surrounded by many 
others not less worthy of notice. ‘Tho 
front verandah and the inner half of the 
landing, are fitted up as comfortable ante- 
rooms, the usual apartments assigned as 
cloak, card, and supper rooms, and the 
accommodation generally is most ample 
and convenient. 

But now the music commences, and 
quadrille is about to “perform her mazy 
rites.” ‘The company arrange their sets, 
anda full floor is quickly made up. Dance 
after dance succeeds, and the commotion 
of figures, the. intermingling of colours, 
the life and the joyousness form altogether 
a brilliant scene, Exquisite toilettes and. 
dresses of every hue are wedded and 
contrasted with the diplomatic blue and 
silver, Naval blue and gold, the blue and 
yellow of Artillery, the scarlet of the 
‘Mih-ho-loongs, the handsome uniform of 
the Rangers, and civilian dress, 

‘When half the programme is ovor, the 
musicians give the welcome summons to 
supper, and the company wend their way 
into the spacious room where a splendid 
collation is laid out. But scarcely are the 
guests sented, than a painful rumour cir- 
culates—the fire-bell calls the hosts toa 
very different duty ; and with Spartan self- 
denial a detachment tear themselves from 
the scene of pleasure and hasten to that of 
labour. ‘The hatchets designed for orna- 
ment are carried off for use, and in a few 
minutes their bearers are making for the 
unwelcome beacon which throws its glare 
against the sky. Fortunately, the disaster 
is not a very serious one, “and does not 
claim the whole strength of the Corps ; 
there are still therefore a yood sprinkling of 
red shirts left along the supper tables, to 
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press hospitality on their guests, and to 
appreciate the enthusiasm thrown into the 
toast to their health, at the close of the 
entertainment. The pleasant task of ex- 
pressing the general thought, was under- 
taken by 

Mr. Haves, who referred to the fact that 
he had been instrumental, three years ago, 
in organising a fire department in Shang- 
hai, and felb especial gratification, there- 
fore, in seeing the efficiency to which the 
Departmenthad attained. One of the most 
energetic and popular branches of the Fire 
Brigade was unquestionably the Corps 
which was entertaining them so handsomely 
this evening; and, even while sympathizing 
with the unfortunate incident which had 
just then called away many of their number 
rom the attractions of the ballroom, to wet, 
culd and hard duty, he could find room for 
congratulation on the spirit of discipline 
and earnestness exhibited in their ready 
response to the call.

" ing, and called on all present to 
join him in drinking their health. (Deauk 





with loud applause and musical honors.) 

Mr. Warrier acknowledged the toast 
on behali of his comrades.

‘They accordingly set themselves 
to the accomplishment of the last half of 
the programme with renewed zest, and few 
of the Indies retired before it was fairly 
danced out, About 1.45 however all had 
departed, expressing their gratification 
with the night’s enjoyment ; the excellent 
music supplied under the leadership of 
‘Messrs. Tepper and Claussen, ceased ; and 
the gentlemen, after a supplementary sup- 
per for the benefit of the returned firemen, 
reluctantly deserted the scene of mirth.

‘TRANSIT PASSES. 
To the Editor of the 
Nowri-Cuixa Hear. 

Sm,—Your correspondent “Amongst the 
Gods” is wrong in stating that the Treaties 
made any mention of a declaration that 
goods purchased in the interior were the 
property of the party requesting an export 
transit pass. The Treaty of  ‘Tientsin 
simply mentions that British subjects are 
entitled to bring down under transit pass 
goods purchased in the interior. ‘The de- 
claration before the Consul was first intro- 
duced in the Amended ‘Trade Regulations 
of October 1861, which never had the effect 
of a treaty, and which were notoriously 
reactionary in their tendency, notably in 
restricting the opening of the Yangtsze, 
hich had hitherto been held to be general, 
to the three ports of Hankow, Kiukiang 
and Chinkiang. 

‘The plain meaning of the treaty may be 
as explained by yourself (W.-C. H. Nov. 
14, 1872), that only such goods are entitled 
to’ exemption as are bona fide exports, but 
certainly no one with a knowledge of the 
rudiments of nglish will be able to fund 
anything in the treaty about ownership. 
Since the promulgation of the Amended 
Regulations, they have ever been the sub- 
ject of complaint amongst the mercantilo 
‘community, and most of the objectionable 
practices which have sprung up within the 
last decade can be traced to the vicious 
system then introduced.

‘LOSS OF THE BRITISH SHIP “ BENARES,” 


For the following particulars of the loss of 
the British ship Benares, we are indebted 
to Mr. Harold Palmer, one of the five sur- 
vivors who arrived in H. M. gunboat 
Curlew. 

‘The Benares, James Anderson master, 
left Hongkong September 13th 1872, houn 
to San Francisco, with a cargo consisting 
principally of tea, sugar and rice. ‘There 
were in all 18 souls on board, thirteen of 
whom perished with the wreck, Shortly 
after leaving Hongkong, the N.E, monsoon 
was encountered, and gradually increased 
in strength until the Gth October, when it 
blew a gale, ‘The ship was put under storm 
sails and continued so until the 8th, when 
there was every indication of a typhoon, 
At 11 a.m. on that day the foretopsail blew 
away, and the wind increasing, the mizen 
topsail was furled. At noon, the main top- 
sail rent and was blown to shreds, ‘The 
ship was then hove to under a reefed 
spanker only, on the starboard tack, the 
wind gradually hauling from N.E, to North 
and blowing a hurricane. During the 
afternoon, the topgallant sails blew adrift 
from the yards, and the wind being too 
strong to permit of their being furled, Whey 
carried away the topsallant masts, During 
this time all the hands were engaged at the 
pumps, the ship labouring and rolling 
he: At 3 o'eluck in the afternoon the 
spanker gaff carried away. A weather 

loth was then placed in the mizen rivgin 
to keep the ship to the wind, About 

.m. the second mate reported land on the 
Feo ‘vonnoy aud. sooing it was impossible to 
prevent the ship from driving on it, tho 
pumps were left and preparations made to 
save life, ‘Ten minutes after lan 
ported, the ship struck heavily, and almos 
immediately broke in two, just aft the 
mainmast, which by the shock was forced 
over the ‘side, At this time it was very 
dark, aud for those who still.clung to the 
wreck there was little or no hape of being 
saved. A portion of the crew were on the 
forward part, and the rest aft. Ina few 
minutes the after part commenced to brenk 
up, and those who could secured themselves 
to portions of the floating debris, by which 
means three were saved. Two of these 
three reached the land’ together, after 
being severely bruised and injured by 
the sharp rocks, and succeeded in tinding 
the dwelling of a native, who took them in 
and made them comfortable for the night, 
‘The third, onr informant, was not so for- 
tunate, for when he presented himself av a 
hut, the inmates closed their doors on him 
and showed evident signs of fear at the 
sudden and to them unnatural apparition ; 
he however discovered a yont pen, 
where he passed the night. On the mor 
row he found his two shipmates, and 
they proceeded together to the wreck, 
hen they perceived that the fore, part 
of the vessel was still above water, and that 
‘ere clinging to it for their lives, 
heen in this precarious position 
all night. The natives used strenuous 
efforts to save them and eventually sue- 
cocded, and they were landed in a ve 
exhausted condition, ‘These five survi- 
vors being almost in a state of nudity 
owing to having been battered and dashed 
against the sharp rocks, the natives lent 
them clothes, until they were ultimately 
well provided for in that respect. by & 
government official. ‘The bodies of four 
of the drowned were washed on shore 
the day after the wreck, and were taken 
up and buried as decently as circumstances 
would admit of. ‘Two well-to-do men on 
the island spoke fair pidgin English, and 
from them it was learnt that two junks were 
about to proceed to China, but the precise 
port could not be ascertained. However, 
to ensure the safe and prompt delivery of 
anepistle they had already written, the men 
drew up a duplicate, and addressed one to 







































Shanghai and the other to Foochow. Both 
junks went to the latter port, but one 
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arrived 8 or 10 days before the other, and 
unfortunately that which carried the letter 
addressed to Shanghai was the first to 
arrive. Two months elapsed, and there 
were no signs of relief. The men then 
procured from the natives several large 
sheets of white cloth, and painting the word 
“wreck” on each, ‘requested that these 
should be placed in prominent positions on 
the island, in the hope that some vessel 
might pass close by and recognise the signal. 
During the long interval the men lived in 
a hut composed entirely of reeds and bam- 
Boo, and a strict watch was kept over them 
to see that they did not wander beyond an 
allotted space, We are further informed 
that the natives seemed willing to keep 
them for any length of time, but on no 
account would they allow them to put to 





‘sea in one of their junks, as they had a 


prejudice against sailing with foreigners. 
‘The hospitality of the natives towards 
their unfortunate guests was unbounded. 
On ordinary occasions they pressed 
them to partake of such food as it was 
in their power to offer—consisting chiefly 
of yams, sweet potatoes, fish and a little 
rice as ‘a luxury—six times a day, as 
customary amongst themselves. At 
tho approach of Christmas, when the casta- 
ways informed their hosts that it was a 
season of special festivity with foreigners, 
the latter endeavoured to show their ap- 
preciation of the fact by providing for 
‘them with increased liberality, and urg- 
ing them to eat twice as often as befor 
‘Pho susponse in which the men were, was 
at Inst ended by the arrival of a mssenger 
from one of the neighbouring islands 
on the 2nd or Srd of January, who 
informed them that an English gun- 
boat was in search of them. ‘his 
proved to be the Curlew, on board of 
which they were taken as soon as possible, 
and received the treatment required by 
their case. The Ourlew at once left for Foo- 
chow, andarrived hereon Thursday. Remu- 
noration was tendered to the officials and 
villagers who had been so careful of the 
shipwrecked mariners, but they firml; 
refused to accept the slightest recompe: 
‘When the Ourlew reached thespot the wreck 
‘was entirely broken up, the sole remaining 
‘ige being an anchor attached to a por- 
of the bow, which had been driven on 
‘a spur of the reef. The following are the 
names of the men among the ship's crew 
who were lost.

Re Loss of British ship Benares. 
Before

‘The requisition for the calling of the Court 
having been read, the following witnesses 
were heard :— 

Waza Bary, sworn, stated—I was an 
A. B. of the Benares. As I relieved the helm 
at 12 noon on the 8th Oct. the ship was head- 
ing N,N. E. The foretopsail and other small 
sails blew away, and the'fore and maintopmasts 
afterwards went over the side. We put a 
weather,cloth on her, and it carried away too. 
‘The water was up to the main hatch aud we 
were pumping all the time. About 7 o'clock 



























































‘the second mate called out ‘save your lives 
‘as you can, there's the land,” and about half- 
past seven the ship struck. She broke in 
three pieces. Driver and I lashed ourselves 
to the windlass and were next morning takea 
off by four natives. 

By the Presipest—We left Hongkong on 
the 13th September, bound for San Francisco. 
We were three weeks out. We did not know 
till we afterwards learned from the natives, 
what land we struck on. Up to the time the 
ship was lost we had very bad weather, and 
the captain hadn't been able to take a sight 
for some time. We couldn’t that day see a 
ship's length off. We didn’t heave the lead 
at all—were all the time at the pumps. ‘The 
captain was always looking out for land on 
the lee'side, knowing that we must be a 
proaching it, but the crew were not told 
the last. 

By Lieut. Hevny.—The last land seen be- 
fore the day we were wrecked was I think For- 
mosa,—a couple of days before. It waslevel 
Tow land. We were on the starboard tack 
when the ship struck. We went on the N.W. 
end of Yambra, at a bluff point, and we then 
come round into a bay. 

By the Presiexr.—I can't tell when they 
last got the sun, 

By Lieut, Hetay—We were at the pumps 
allday. We had single reefed topsails on be- 
fore, but that night we took them in as it 
kept blowing harder. The breeze began to 
freshen from the southward and westward 
about 10 o'clock. We had been 2 or 3 days 
on the starboard tack. The wind had not 
shifted before the last day, and then it went 
all round the compere ‘The ship was heading 
N.N.E,, and while I had charge of the helm 
she gradually broke off till when I was relieved 
she was heading W.N.W. About 1 a.m. on 
the 9th at night it feil a dead ealm. She was 
driven ashore by the typhoon, but it b came 
calm after abe struck, ‘the wind was headin 
tisall te time the day before we were wrecked, 
When the ship struck, the wind was on shore, 
and I think was rather westerly, with very 
thick weather. The man who was then at 
the helm, Richardson, 0. S., was drowned ; 
all hands were on deck. Tiiere was no sail 
whatever on her when she struck and she 
was totally unmanageable the weather cloth 

in the rigging having Lown away. Tsawy 
thing more of my shipmates that night. 
The ship broke up in the gale, I could not 
havo been better treated by my own parents 
than the islanders treated me. had on a blue 
shirt ; three others only got ashore, naked. The 
crew numbered 18, 6 of whom ‘were saved. 
There were no passengers foreign or native 
on board. 

‘Wittzast Darver, sworn, stated—I am an 
A.B. The Benares left Hongkong the evening 
of the 12th September, and the wind fallin 
calm, she brought to an auchor at the mout 
of the harbour. She was bound for San Fran- 
cisco, and the wind being favourable next 
morning we got under way. After that we 
hind to beat against an N. E. monsoon for 
about 21 days. On the Gth of October th 
wind gradually increased from the same di- 
reetion, and we had to take in all small sails, 
such a the topgallant and storm sails. It 
blowinga little harder in the evening, we took 
in the mainsail and upper topsails, putting her 
under close reefed foresail. The wind still 
increased and blew harder, and on Tuesday 
morning, the Sth, about 4.30, we took the fore- 
sail off, which Lad been kept on by the eap- 
tain to try and weather the Loochoos. The 
wind still increased on Tuesday, and about a 
quarter to 12 we had to take in the fore cay 
and mizzen top-sails, securing them with 
double gaskets. About 12.30 the wind still 
blowing, the weather clue of the fore top- 
gallant sail blew adrift ; two hands went up 
fo secure it, but had to come down 
without doing it. The wind kept rising till 
1.30; and the foretopgallantmast weut over 
the side. About an hour after, the main 
topgallantmast followed. All this time it 
was so thick we couldn't see a ship's length, 
though there was no rain. When we went 
aloft the salt water blew under our shirts like 
hail. “The maintopsail blew away, and about 
8 o'clock all blew away from the yards. The 
ship was lying nearly on her beam ends and 
the spare spars got adrift. At this time all 
hands were working at the pumps. It was 
impossible for us on account of the water on 
deck to sound the pumps, and the sea was 
coming over with such force that we lad to 
Tash ourselves to them with bowlines. The 












































gale continued with the same strength till 
about 7 p.m. when high land was discovered 
on the lee beam. We couldn’t ascertain the 
time, the cabin being choked with water and 
the clock inaccessible, but it was about 1} hours 
after dark. ‘The second mate eame and said 
there was land on the lee beam, and we had 
better each look out to save ourselves. We 
immediately left the pumps and tried to got a 
jib on her, but could not make any sail, s0 
the chief mate told us to take care of our- 
selves and ordered the man at the wheel to 
put it hard up soas to try to run her high and 
Ary, but the moment the latter did so the 
wheel parted. Some then went forward and 
some ait on the poop, and the second large 
sea carried away the mainmast. with part of 
the maindeck, so that the two parties on the 
ship could not hold any communication, We 
could not distinguish the faces of our com- 
panions, and at Inst myself and William 
Bailey went and Inshed ourselves to the wind- 
lass and saved ourselves as we could. Wo 
were ou the starboard tack, and the wind was 
blowing on Tuesday forenoon from N. E., but 
veered round to 8, W. There was no calm 
between. 

‘By Lieut. Hetpy—Between Sunday the 6th 
and Tuesday morning, the wind was N. E., 
and in the forenoon of the Sth it changed to 
the westward till it came to W. 8. W., $8, 
heading us all the time on the starboard tack. 

By the Prestpest—I believe the chief inato 
hiad taken notice of the barometer ; I don’t 
know when the captain last had a sight. Wo 
had not seen land for 4 or 5 days, it was low 
land we then saw. [Witness pointed out 
where he thought the ship was lost.] 



























By Lieut. Hxtsy—I was going forward 
from th ‘when she struck, helping to 
haul the ‘The maintopgallant mast 
was sent over by sheer force of the wind. The 





ship was not leaking when we left flongkong, 
but she got water in her from the deck as the 
sea washed over her. 


By Capt. Evwoxp—The ship was loaded 
down to ier bearings, and was drawing about 
18 feet. 


By Lieut. Hetny—t never heard anything 
from anyone about the barometer. Iwas re- 
lieved from the helm by Richardson an hour 
and a half before the sbip struck. Sho 
was then heading S. WV. by W, and breaking 
off to 8. W. by 8.45, 

By the Prestpewt—We had no Chinese pas. 
sengers of any sort on board, nobody but tho 
crew of 18 all told. 

First witness, recalled, said he could not 
point out the position uf the ship on tho 
chart, and did not think that if she had been 
‘on tho other tack she would have cleared. 

Hanotp Parater, sworn, stated—L was an 
apprentice ou the "Benares. We left Hong 
Kong on the 13th September, for San Fran- 
cisco, Enewuntered strong 'N. E. monsoons 
until the Gh of October, when a gale sprung 
up from the same point. We put the ship 
under single reefed topsails, foresail, foretop- 
mast staysail, maiutopmast stuysail refed, 
and spanker reefed. We continued like that 
until the Sth, when in the morning, about 
4 o'clock, the gale increased to a typhoon. 
We close reefed the topsails, leaving the ca 
topsails, took in the foreto, mast and foresail 
staysail and Love the ship to on the starboard 
tack. I dont know how she was heading ; I 
was notat the wheel. We kept on so till 
about 11 a.m. when the foretopsail was 
blown away, and the watch was called out to 
take in the mizzen topsail. Soon after, the 
foretopgallant sail blew adrift from the gus. 
ket, and flapped about till 10.30. Between12.30 
and 12.45 the foretopgallant mast went over 
theside. all hands were then pumping. ‘Tho 
sea was running very high. Absat an hour 
after the maintopgallant mast, eauried away. 
We could not see the eabin clock. ‘The lifts 
of the lower yards carried away from the 
straining, of the ship 28 she lay, over, 
The spanker gaff carried away at 3, and we set 
a weathor cloth in the mizzen rigging to keep 
her hove te. Continued at the pumps till seven 
o'clock, wen the second mate came aud told 
land to leward, We looked * 
and saw high Iand. We then went to 
ferent parts of the ship to try and save our 
lives—I went to the poop and tieid on to the 
taffrail till the sea broke the poop up. ‘The 
ship struck about 10 minutes after land was 
reported, during which the sea 
over her. She bumped three-times and then 
Uroke amidabips "18 was pitel dark, There 
was a great deal of spray and clouds, but it 
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was not thick weather. Tho barometer was 
in the cabin, and I had heard in the morning 
that it was falling. ‘The captain bad taken 
sights regularly—on the Gth I think he took 
the Inst. 

By Lieut, Hevny—The last land sighted 
was in the Miakosima group. We were on 
‘the starboard tack from’ the Oth. ‘The lead 
was not used; we had no idea whether we 
were in soundings. We couldu't sound the 
pumps, but up till Sunday the ship only re- 
guired pumping at her usual times, once in 
wo hours. Ihave been at sea 3 years. ‘The 
Jand as we saw it first was high, but there 
was a strip of beach for about a quarter of a 
mile lying below. 

‘By the Prestpry- —There were no passen- 
gers. From the time the poop broke I could 
Bot see what became of my companions. They 
couldn't have saved themselves in the boats. 
‘One boat was washed away from the davits, 
the others were stowed inboard. ‘The officers 
steadily carried on the navigation of the ship, 
working up every day the dead reckonin, 
when the sights could not be taken. We 
were very kindly treated by the natives. 
[Witness described the position on the chart 
of the land where the ship was lost as being 
near Cape Heto, and how they came to be 
there.]

‘Tho Court are of opinion that the British 
ship Benares was lost whilst on a voyage from 
Hongkong to San Francisco, upon the nor- 
then portion of the great Loochoo island, 
in a typhoon, on the evening of the Sth of 
October 1872. The exact locality of the wreck 
is not ascertainable, owing to the loss of the 
officers of the ship. No blame appears to be 
attachable either to officersor crew. The Court 
are algo of opinion that some expression of 
appreciation of the great kindness shown to the 
survivors of the crew, is due to the people of 
Looch

Absence without leave. 

‘Huxpaansm pleaded that he was away on 
the steamer’s business; Ruppux had leave 
from the chief Engineer to go on shore for 
some medicine. HeEpRoy seeing neither the 
Captain nor Chief Engineer on board, and suf- 
foring pain from a scalp wound, which he got 
in Hongkong, had left the steamer to get some 
plaster for it, there being none on board ; 
Satrrat was only twenty minutes out of the 
steamer, and then only on the wharf. 

‘ArrrED Cornet, sworn, stated—I ain the 
master of the Yangtze. On Monday morning, 
about 9 o'clock, I told the Chief Engineer that 
I wanted the propeller and rudder inspected, 
for which purpose the cargo in the after hold 
was being taken out in order to lift the 
steamer aft. loft the steamer, and on return- 
ing at about half-past one, found all the four 
Engineers had left the ship. steamer was 
then lying in an unsafe position, her stern 
being s0 high out of water that she would 
Tikely have broken adrift from the Hongkew 
Wharf if there had been any wind, and no 
Engineers on board to get up steam. I had 
warrants issued for their apprehension. The 
4th Eugineer, I saw on Board later in the 
afternoon. The Ist and 2nd, I did'nt see till 
next morning. The 3rd was arrested by the 
Police, and I saw him in Court yesterday 
morning. 

‘Hixpmansi said that he had left the steamer 
at 12.30.with a steam pipe that had burst, to 
get repaired at the Old Dock. He returned at 
7.36 in the evening. He wasn’t away on busi- 
ness all that time.” After he had done what

for a drive. The Captain did tell him that he 
wanted the propeller inspected, aud it would 


Ihave been his duty to report on it, but de- | 





fendant knew there was nothing the matter 
with the propeller. 

Rippxe said he obtained leave from the 
Chief Engineer to go on shore to procure some 
medicine. He returned at } past 4. When 
he had got what he wanted from the Dispen- 
sary he took a stroll round and then went on 
board. He had heard that there were warrants 
out against them. 

‘Henrox repeated his plea. He took a 
walk, and was returning when the police offi- 
cer arrested him. 

Ssuru worked till 1.35 when he knocked 
the men off, and went to his dinner. He then 
went on the wharf and to the steamer Cheops 
which was alongside. He returned at 2.35 
and went to work again. He was 20 minutes 
out of the steamer. 

Prosecoror stated the chief engincer had 
authority to give his juniors leave to go on 
shore, but it was very well known to him that 
one of the rules of the Company was that 
there should be half of the crew always on 
beard, day or night. In consequence of there 
Deing none of the engineers on board, he had 
to get one of Farnham’s men to examine the 
propeller. Prosecutor was much dissatistiod 
‘with the chief engineer, who was in the habit 
of leaving the vessel without permission, and 
‘was, moreover, addicted to drink. On one 
occasion, when going through the Lyemoon 
Passage, the engines suddenly stopped, inorder, 
as he found on enquiring, that the ‘2nd and 
Brd engineers, who were in the engine room, 
might fight—the chief engineer was dead 
drunk in his eabin. ‘The prosecutor had re- 
frained from logging him hitherto that he 
might not loso his respect, and thereby pre- 
serve discipline amongst the engineers. ‘The 
2nd engineer was not so addicted to liquor 
as the others ; still he did indulge in it. On 
the last trip to Hongkong, prosecutor ordered 
steam to be got up for 8 in the morning. At 
‘the appointed hour, the 2nd and 3rd engineers 
were not on board.’ He waited till 10.30 and 
left for Canton. ‘The next day the two came 
up in another steamer, with broken heads, 
having been in a dranken brawl, and encoun- 
tered "the truncheons of the police. ‘There 
were several entries against the 3rd engineet

“AN HOUR WITH A CHINESE ROMANCE.” 


A very interesting lecture was delivered 
on Tuesday evening at the City Hall, by 
Mr. A. Lister, on ‘An hour with a 
Chinese Romance.” ‘The very unfavoura- 
ble weather sufficiently accounted for the 
rather small attendance, but the audience 
listened attentively, and with evident 
terest, to the lecture, which dealt with the 
whole subject of Chinese novel literature, 
though specially relating to one particular 
work, the Yu chino-li.” 

The lecturer divided his subject into two 
parts, the first treating of Chinese Roman- 
tic fiction generally, and the second of the 
book selected as an example in_particnlar. 
Under the first head he noticed that al- 
though novels in China were not very 
numerous, they were very widely read by 
the people. ‘Those novels, however, which 
commend themselves to’ Europeaus as 
nine works of art, were not the favonr- 
ites among the Chinese, but rather those 
tedious improbable historical romances, 
like the “ History of the three Kingdoms,” 















which extends to no less than twenty 
volumes. ‘The lecturer said he had met 
with no Chinese novel to compare with 
the ono which he had selected for special 
notice, and‘observed some of the prominent 
defects of the class of works to which it be- 
longs, from which defects this work was 
comparatively free. Some of its distin- 
guishing characteristics were also noticed. 
‘Mr. Listor then went on to give a sketch 
of the plot, which occupied the principal 
portion of the lecture. it would be useless 
to give a resumé of this resumé, as the plot 
in itself is nothing very particular, Some 
of the incidents, however, aro very interest 
ing, one of which may well be given in the 
lecturer’s words :-—

Nov. 15th weather 
began to be very unsettled, with heavy squalls, 
thunder, lightning and rain, at which time 
several sails were lost. ‘This continued up to 
time of sighting Amsterdam, which was passed 
on the eve of Nov. 24th. Nov. 25th during a 
heavy gale from 8.\WV., a sea broke on board 
and stove in gig and pinnace ; wind and sea 
increasing ; hove to on starboard back ; 27th 
more moderate ; put ship on her course again, 
from thence light 8. Westerly winds till 14th 
Deo. (15° 63° Lat. and Long. 115° 59° E.) expe- 
Flenoal a succession of heavy gales, At day 
ight of 16th Deo. it fell suddenly calm, baro- 
meter having fallen to 28° 50'; at § a.m. the 
wind buat on us from 8.W. and blew a vio- 
Tent hurricane, vessel under close reefed main- 
topsail ; the heaviest of the wind lasted about 
4 or 5 hours when gradually moderated. 
‘Afterwards moderate winds and fine weather 
till off Sandalwood Islands, which we sighted 
fon 20th Dec. and passed through Gilolo pas- 
on 27th. Experienced light airs and 
altos from eastward for 10 days, after which 
N.E, trades which were very unsteady and 
‘squally. Passed Loochoo Jan. 17th, from 
which timo we had a succession of gales from 
northward up to the North Saddles on Satur- 
day Inst, when wo got a pilot, and sailed up 
fo Woosung and brought up at 8 pm. Jan. 


























THE HOMOURS OF THE HONG LIST. 


‘The following article, from the China Mail, 
0 well states our own case, with regard to 
tho compiling of the ‘ Dosk Hong List,” that 
‘we cannot refrain from giving our readers the 
benefit of it. 

When the Prophet Job expressed a wish 
that his enemy would write a book, he might 
have made his remark far more bitter by st 
gesting that he should compile a Directory. 
‘As the newspaper is to the business circular, 
to is the Directory to the ordinary book. We 
refer, of course, to the personal trouble and 
vexation involved in the compilation, and not 
to the brain work. Books are, as a‘rule, 
written by people who take au interest in 
their work, quite apart from its practical out- 
turn in dollars and cents. ‘The directory com- 
piler finds but a very limited field for the 
exercise of anything but plodding industry, 
even temper, and discretion, He finishes his 
work upon a long array of names with two 
cheering convictions—that errors will almost 
certainly be found in it, and that for “ dis- 
connected reading” a directory is worse than 
a dictionary. It has occurred to us that our 
readers may derive some amusement, as they 
almost certainly will some information, from 
a light sketch of some of the difficulties which 
beset the Directory-maker. 

OF course the first and most common an- 
noyance arises from people who won't send 
in their returns. ‘They are of various classes 
and act from different motives. ‘The first 
may be called the “don’t care” people. 
‘Though constantly obliged to refer to the 
ysoful works they are too lazy to aid (for 














they never make an effort to recollect any- 
body's address), they receive the notice asking 
for particulars’ of their names, professions, 
&c., and throw it contemptiously aside. 
“They don't care twopence” whether their 
names appear or not ; “They are not going 
to be bothered” &¢, But sublime is the 
wrath of one of these self-same individuals 
when say, John W. B, Smith, who has just 
‘been admitted a partner in the firm of Hookem, 
Slingem & Co., appears as a clerk under the 
initials of IM. P. Smith. He swears at the 
carelessness or worse of those confounded di- 
rectory fellows, who must have put him in 
wrongly on purpose. Everybody at the open 
port of Wanglan knows that he is a Taipan 
and signs J. W. B. How is it possible that 
mublishers at Hongkong or Shanghai should 

ignorant of these facts? Almost worse, 
however, than our friend Smith, is our co 
respondent Jones. He is not quite solazy, as 
he does condescend to glance over the return 
sent him. He notices that his own name has 
J as aminitial instead of I, and corrects it 
with a sharp noto at foot begging that such 
“uncalled for carelessness” may not again 
oceur—quite oblivious of the fact that “his 
hand-writing is not copper-plate and that last 
YERr nobody in the ofive could decide, which 
letter he meant. But with all this, Jones is 
‘one of the ‘‘don't-cares” as regards the rest 
of the return. He thinks that the names of 
the other men in the house are correctly 
entered, isn't going to take any troubleto ensure 
their accuracy. So Jones posts the return to 
the publisher, and besides not paying the 
postage, puts it in an envelope, thereby 
quadrupling the stamp. Jones is with usa 
‘very constant correspondent. 

fext to the ‘don't cares” wo may place 
the “over particular” men. ‘They ignore, 
too, such trifles as postage, but are very parti- 
cular in stating their full names. Thus, John 
James William McGoggins Robinson intimates 
‘that, unless his full name be inserted he shall 
not subscribe for a copy. ‘That it can be any 
object to the printers to condense this high- 



































sounding cognomen, he cannotimagine. Under 
the same head we may include the man who 
attempts to run in a ten-line advertisement of 
hie business, gratis, under his name. Thus 
wwe occasional 


receive notices that ‘John 
is “Ay for Messrs. Jones 
and ‘Sons, manufacturers of 
patent pegtops, and sole licensees of the new 
‘Aanti-freezing friction rollers, of 10.09, Bishops- 
gate Street, Without,” with a request that 
his may follow his name in the alphabetical 
ist. He looks upon aa omission to oblige him 
asa most mean and objectless proceeding on 
the part of the publishers. Next to the ‘‘over 
particular” man is the “swell.” The swell 
may be (generally is) somebody whoso im- 
portance is as yet unrecognized of gods or men, 

did the rest of the world think as highly of 
him as he thinks of himself, he would occupy 
aniche just above Palmerston and Bismark. 
Bat it is pleasant to be able to shew his sclf- 
appreciation to those who are far too occupied 
to do more than give a passing laugh at his 
airs. Our “swell” writes to the publishers of 
scneey and informs them that ‘having 
received their application, he has to state that 
he gives them permission to insert the public 
company he represents in their list.” ‘To as- 
sert that no permission of his was needed for 
the purpose would probably strike him as most 
outrageous. 

Another difficulty which besets the directory 
compiler arises from the carelessness with 
which leading houses rozister the names of 
their employés. Thus, we find that the re- 
presentatis of the eminent firm of Mardon, 
‘Thatcher & Co. at Cow-e-chow is put down as 
“Brown, B.” Later returns (in fact very 
late returns) received after this name has goue 
to press, disclose the fact that the said repre- 
sentative’s name is ‘Browne de Browne, 
Esq.,"—and that he is painfully anxious to 
have his name “spelt with an e” as well as 
to hi the aristocratic “de” inserted before 
it. Now, in this case, de Browne is right, 
but it scarcely lies with a publisher to reprint 
some eight pages beeause a “de” has been 
accidentally omitted. Carclessness: of this 
sort is more common than most people sup- 
pose. We could name several eminent houses 
whose returns are contradicted by the signa- 




































ture of the employés on their lists. If, bow- 
ever, difficulties of this sort abound with 
houses, they

in question, To those unacquainted with 
the firms, it becomes s hopeless matter 
to decide whether Alleybhoy Can Mahomed 
should be entered as ‘Alleybhoy C. M.” or 
“Mahomed, A.C.” The only resource is to 
print them'as received and hope that they 
are right, though experience generally proves 
that they’are wrong. More eimbarassing than 
all, are those who persist in letting their 
naines figure in several firms at once. Tt is 
morally impossible that a man can be at two 
ports, say, a butcher at one, and a pilot at the 
other. Yet if the Directory returns are to be 
believed, such eases aro possible, a8 no 
“absent” marks the fact that merely an i 
terest is, in the one case, retained. ‘The com- 
piler again is frequently troubled by what 
may be termed the comets and shooting stars 
of the directory system. ‘Thus Jones de Jones 
appears in 1870, disappears in 1871, and re 
appears in 1872, with an angry note, asking 
why he is thus treated. ‘The ‘obvious reason 
jiven—that he omitted to send any return— 
lered ‘a mere excuse.” So too with 
shooting stars” of the directory firinn- 
‘That eminent lawyer Buzfuz trans- 
fers his oratory from tho Manilas to Shang- 
hai and is quite aggrieved to find that 
the inner consciousness of the directory 
People has not made them aware of the 
fact. Ono way and another the work in- 
volved in getting together the necessary name: 
sorting aud arranging them, is, even in 
small a community as that of China, well 
nigh hereulean, Those who hereafter consult 
the directory isoued from this or contemporary 
offices may advantageously bear the facts 
have sketched in mind. No doubt directories 
hed for the pecuniary bonetit of 
their projectors. But eabs are ‘built on the 
same principle, and the man who wantonly 
threw all sorts of obstacles in the way of the 
builder, by neglecting to forward his wod ot 
paint or cloth, would rightly be deemed an 
obstractor of public convenience, Perhaps 
some of our readers may recognize their. own 
portraits under the fictitious names given.

‘Tho Now York Nation gives the followin, 
account of the inauguration of the statue o 
Sir WalterScott at that City.  Abronze statuo 
of Sir Walter Scott, copied from that sur- 
mounting the Monument at Kdinburgh, was 
erected in the Ceutral Park on Saturday last, 
beside the Mall, and a few yards from that of 
Shakespeare. ‘The funds were raised by the 
Scotchmen of this city, and one of their num- 
ber, Mx. Wood, presented it, ina brief speech, 
to the Park Commissioners, "Mr. Andrew H. 
Green receiving it, and Mr. Bryant closing 
the proceedings with an address. ‘There was 
a large body of spectators present, the Scotch 
element predominating, and a ‘company of 
the 79th Highlanders furnisied a guard. of 
honor, and five pipers marclied round the 
monument furnishing a pibroch. ‘Thero was 
nothing new to be said about Scott, and 
nothing new was attempted. The scene itself 
was one of the greatest tributes that could be 
paid to the memory of a great man. ‘The 
spectacle of Lowland Scotchmen—that is, of 
Anglo-Saxon Presbyteriaus—clad in Highland 
kilts and tartan, is to the historical observer 
one of the strangest spectacles to be seen any- 
where, and it is all or nearly all Scott's doing. 
It is ‘true that Lowland Scotchmen have 
glorified the kilt and tartan on many fainous 
fields, but it was Scott who made them proud 
to wear them as anationsl costume. It is in 
reality the most Celtic of costumes ; it was 
the garb of old Gaul ” 2,000 years ago, and, 
dowa fo the close of the Inst eentury, itwas in 
the eyes of Scotchmen the dress of blackguard 
cow thieves and horse thioves, and the sight 
of a pair of bare legs sticking out of a petti- 
coat made elders swear. ‘The great “ Wizard 
of the North,” however, took it, waved his 

over it, and ever since the Jolnsons, 

ipsins, and Robinsons are as eager 

to wear it as the Campbells or Melvors, and 

have made it thoronghily respectable, though 

it must be admitted their knees look a little 
too white in it.
